Gives  Evidence  at  Preliminary  Trial  of  Labor  Lead- 
ers on  Charge  of  Seditious  Conspiracy— City 
at  Times  Practically  Under  Rule  of  Strike 
Committee — Conditions  Described 


ARBITRARY  DEALING 
WITH  FOOD  SUPPLY 

Aldemian  Refused  to  Hear  About  Constituted  Au- 
thority—Police Force  Under  Dictation  of  Com- 
mittee— City  Left  in  Dangerous  Position  by 
Lack  of  Fire  Protection  and  Scavenging 
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WINNIPEG,  July  W-i-Tlwt  Winnipef  wm  practically  under  the 
control  of  the  strike  committee  from  June  10  to  June  20  was  the 
•worn  statement  of  Mayor  Charle*  F.  Gray  at  the  preliminary  trial 
today  of  oifht  labor  leaders  held  for  seditious  conspiracy. 

TheMaybT  was  in  the  witnaM  hsx  all  day,  and  his  cross-eAamfaia^ 
tion  by  Mr.  E.  J.  McMorray,  coilnsel  for  the  defence,  had  only  started 
when  court  adjourned  at  6  o'clock. 

Under  cross ■e»amination  by  Mr.  McMnrray,  he  admitted  that  the 

strike  was  caused  origfaiaUy  by 'the  ironmasters  refusing  to  recofnixc 
the  metal  trades  coundL 

He  produced  his  report  of  a  meetinf  with  the  iromnasters  after 
the  strike  had  been  called,  in  which  they  said  that  "they  had  been 
askpd  by  the  oonmiittee  «f  1,000,  to  whkh  they  adhered,  to  say 
nothing,  and  thai  they  therefore  had  notiiing  to  say.'* 

Tha  salient  points  of  the  Mayor's  evidence  were  that  the  city  was 
in  cont>-^  of  the  strike  committee  at  certain  times  during  the  strike; 
that  Mr.  R.  B.  Russell,  representing  the  metal  trades  ooundl,  had 
admitted  early  in  the  strMie  that  the.  ironmastars  were  willing  to  bargain 
on  A  coUcctiye  basis  n.  that  Alderman  John  Queen,  one  of  the  defend* 
ants,  had  declared  against  constituted  authority  in  a  committee  meeting 
at  the  dty  hall.  His  evidence  also  gave  facts  of  conditions  in  >/Vlnnipeg 
under  the  strike  regime. 

The  mayor  flrat  produced  ag»w«- 
nientfl  with  union  employees  of  the 
city  providing  against  strlkeii  until 
May  I,  1920.  He  than  produa«d  let- 
ters from  tho  Tribes  and  Labor 
Counell  ^hnotineihgr  the  atrike,  and 
declared  the  civic  employees  had 
broken  th«ir  afreementa  and  had 
walked  out  at  the  call  of  the  Trader 
und  lAbor  Council. 

The  Mayor  described  conditions 
during  the  first  days  of  the  strike. 
when-  the  city  was  In  serious  dana«r 
from  a  Are  without  any  regular  ttre- 
men,  with  water  at  a  pressuris  de- 
scribed as  "abfeurd,"  causing  hard- 
ihip'  on   thousands  of  cltlsens. 

He  toltf  of  a  meeting  of  the  city 
fcoundl  food  committee,  In  which  a 
d«>legatlon  from  the  strike  committee 
oPferc'd  to  supply  food  to  dtlsens  by  a 
card  ration  system,  controlled  from 
Che  laker  temple.  He  said  he  de- ' 
dared  the  dtlxens  must  be  f«id,  and 
"that  he,  representing  constituted  au- 
'thority.  would  nee  that  this  was  done 
It  all  coats. 

"Alderman  Queen  got  up."  he  w*id, 
"and  said,  'I  don't  want  to  hear  Jibout 
constituted  authority.  Sit  down.'  " 
•  The  Mayor  also  stated  during  his 
ipvidencc  that  R..  B.  Russell  had  de- 
clared at  a  meeting  of  the  dty  coun- 
rll  that  the  police  were  left  on  tne 
street  by  permlssloBt  of  the  strike 
committee,  and  that  the  committee 
might  call  them  Out  at  any  time. 

Mayor    Gray;    "The    control    of    the 
police  was  out  of  the  city's  hands." 
'     Mr.    B.    J.    McMurray,    for    the.  de- 
fence: "That's  an  Inference." 

Mayor  Gray:    "That's  a  fact.' 

Magistrate  R.  M.  Noble:  "The  In- 
ference is  plain." 

Mayor  Gray:  "The  police  made  the 
same  claim  at  a  meeting  of  the 
police  commission  which  I  attended." 

In  the  course  of  his  evidence  the 
Mayor  told  of  the  flrnt  meetini;  of 
the  food  committee.  He  said  R.  B. 
Hunsell  had  declared  that  he  "would 
call  out  every  man  In  Canada  If  the 
strikers  did  not  get  what  they 
wanted;  that  they  would  tie  up 
transportation  in  Canada,  east  and 
west." 

He  also  described  the  danit;orous 
tSltuatton  arlHing  from  tho  fact  tltHt 
ftarbaigs  was  not  bei^g  collected  and 
destroyed,  and  said  that  Aldermen 
.John  Queen  and  W.  B.  Simpson  had 
induced  Dr.  A.  J.  bouglas,  dty  health 
offlcer,  to  write  a  letter  to  the  strike 
committee  asking  for  scavengers. 
"That  was  admitting  the  Jurisdiction 
of  the  strike  committee." 


WINIFREDIAN  BRINGS

MANY  UNDESIRABLES 
KEPT  OUT  OF  CANADA 

OTTAWA.  Ont.,  July  28.— Precau- 
tions taken  to  prevent  atfn^lsslon  Into 
Canada  of  undesirable  Immigrants  are 
Indicated  by  a  compilation  of  immi- 
gration statistics  Issued  by  direction 
of  Hon.  J.  A.  Calder,  Minister,  of  Im- 
m,igrati(m ,  and;  ColOnJsatlo;)^. 

The  figures  show  that  in  tho  decadfe 
ending  March  81,  ISIS.  8.766  intend- 
ing immigrants  were  rejected  at  ocean 
ports,  and  162,623  at  polntf  of  entry 
from  the  United  States.  Of  the  rejec- 
tions at  ocean  ports,  1,230  were 
British,  168  American  and  7,373  from 
other  countries. 

During  the  same  ten  year  period, 
10,166  persons  were  deported  after 
having  been  admitted.  Of  the  de- 
ported persons  almost  half  were 
British,  the  total  being:  BrItUh.  4, 796; 
American,  3284;  other  countries.  2,176.

NEW  PHEIENT 


M.  Poincare  Holds  to  His  In- 
tention of  Refusing  to  Seek 

,,;  Re-election  —  M.  Glemen- 
Ceau  Could  Secure  Position. 


PARIS,  July  tt.— Premier  Clcmen- 
ecau's  reference  In  a  recent  debate  in 
the  Chamber  of  Deputies  to  "the  re- 
newal of  the  powers  of  tho  President 
of, the  Republic"  was  interpreted  in 
some  quarters  as  an  indication  that 
President  Poincare  would  be  a  can- 
didate for  a  second  term. 

Frlonds  of  the  President  belohglng 
to  .several,  political  parties  say  that 
the  President's  determination  to  re- 
tire at  the  end  of  his  present  term 
remains  unchanged,  but  that  this 
doai  not  mean  that  ho  intends  to  re- 
tire from   politics. 

On  the  contrary,  acoordlng  to  the 
beat-informed  sources,  PrctJldent 
Potnoaro  wllt'dftpar^  from  the  prece- 
dents furnished  by  the  quiet,  retired 
Uvea  of  M.  Falllerea.  Loqbet  and 
other  former  presidents,  and  take  an 
active  part  in  politics,  probably  re- 
turning to  the  Senate,  and  almost  cer- 
tainly to  his  lucrtitlve  law  practice. 

In  the  speculations  regarding  the 
presidential  elections  to  be  held  In 
January  next,  the  remark  Is  fre- 
quently made  that  the  choice  oi  the 
congress  at  Veraallles  could  be  fore- 
cast with  certainty  If  Premier  Clem- 
enceau  made  known  his  willingness 
to  stand  as  a  candidate  for  the  office 
of  chief  executive.

Czecho-Slovak  Government  Sends  Strong  Protest 

Against  Hungarian  Attacks — Roumanians  Drive 

Hungarians  Across  Theiss  River — Bolsheviki 

Forces  Retire  on  Two  Fronts 


PRAGUB,  Saturday.  July  26.— In 
the  name  of  the  Caocho-Slovak  Gov- 
ernment, Premier  Tusar  sent  a  strong 
note  of  protest  today  to  Beta  Kun, 
the  (lungarlan  Communist  Foreign 
Minister,  concerning  the  aerial  bom- 
bardment of  a  Csecho-Slovak  town 
by  the  Hungarians  on  Thursday,  as 
well  an  other  violations  of  the  armi- 
stice. 

Premier  Tusar  In  his  note  demand- 
ed compensation  alao  for  the  sacking 
of  various  factories. 

Furthermore,  the  Premier  demands 
from  Hungary  a  definite  and  formal 
undertaking  that  there  shall  be  no 
recurrence  of  such  hostile  acts,  and 
that  the  persistent  Rolshcvlk  propa- 
ganda of  Hungarian  inception  In 
Caecho-Slovakia  shall  cease  forth- 
with.

Further  Statements  in  Regard 
to  Control  by  Packers  Are 
Given  in  Section  of  Federal 
Commission  Report.

Eliminate  Independent  Oper- 
ators From  Competition  and 
Cguse  Unwarranted  Fluctu- 
tions  in  Prices  of  Livestock. 


WASHINGTON,  July  28.— -Ability  of 
the  Big  Five  packers — Swift.  ArnAur. 
Morris,  Cudahy  and  Wllson-^to  de- 
termine from  day  to  day  the  'general 
level  of  livestock  prices  was  declared 
Incontrovertible  today  In  the  third 
section  of  the  federal  trade  commis- 
sion's report  on  the  Industry  made 
public  tonight. 

Information  obtained  In  the  coin- 
mission's  Investigation  was  cited  to 
show  that  the  Big  Five  have  an  Inter- 
est in  8«-tif  the  5«^  principal  market^ 
yards  of  the  country  and  a  majority 
of  voting  stock  in  22  others.  It  was 
said  they  buy  moat  of  the  livestock 
sold  at   these   markets. 

"They  discriminate  against  and  put 
at  great  disadvantage  Independent 
buyers  who  are  their  competitors," 
the  report  says. 

"They  manipulate,  on  occasion,  the 
livestock  market  in  such  a  way  as  to 
cause  o>:treme  unwarranted  fluctua- 
tions In  the  daily  prices  paid  for  live- 
stock. They  have  eliminated  many 
competitors  and  prevented  new  ones 
from  coming  in.     ,'.,,  ■ 

"Of  the  meat  trade  In  the  hands  of 
inter-state  slaughterers  In  the  United 
States,  the  Ave  big  packing  companies 
have  more  than  7.1  per  cent  of  the  to- 
tal. They  have  the  prices  of  dressed 
meat  and  packing  house  products  so 
well  in  hand  that,  within  ^«rtaln  lim- 
itations, meat  prices  ar^  made  to  re-

AIMA  PiiEsr 


IVIeetIng  Held  at  Idmonton 
Sends  Messages Ito  Allies 
Pleading  Against  Partition 
of  Their  Home  Lahd. 


EDMONTON.  July  28.— Ukrainians 
of  Alberta  are  alarmed  over  the  pos- 
sible fate  of  their  homeland,  owing 
to  the  invasion  of  the  Ukraine  now 
being  carried  on  by  the  Poles  and 
Roumanians.  This  feeling  came  to 
a  head  at  a  meeting  held  at  the 
Ukrainian  national  home  on  Sunday, 
when  telegraphic  messages  of  protest 
were  sent  to  Premier  Clemenceau,  as 
President  of  the  Peace  Conference; 
Premier  Lloyd  George,  Premier  Bor- 
den, and  President  JV'ilson,  and  the 
Senate  and  Congrein  of  the  United 
States. 

The  cable  to  Premier  Clemenceau 
said: 

"In  the  name  of  Justice  and,  the 
guarantee  of  self-determination  to 
smaller  nations,  we  Canadians  of 
Ukrainian  descent  at  a  mass  meeting 
protest  against  the  Allies  giving  aid 
and  permitting  the  Invasion  of  Oall- 
cia, and  the  Roumanians  In  Buko- 
wlna,  we  urge  an  Immediate  plebis- 
cite to  determine  disputes  between 
Ukrainians  and   the   invaders." 

A  copy  of  this  cable  ^s  also  sent 
to   Premier   Lloyd   Geo^ge^ 

Telegrams  to  Premier  rtorden  and 
President  Wilson  protested  against 
the  annexation  of  Ukrainian  territory 
by  Csecho-Slovakia.  Poland  and  Rou- 
manla,  and  against  all  the  "Inhuman 
and  ruthless  acts,  outrages  and  pil- 
lages of  the  Polish  army  In  the 
Ukraine,"  and  expressed  sympathy 
with  the  newly-formed  Ukrainian  re- 
public of  Generalissimo  Simon  Pet- 
lura.

PLAN  TO  INSTITUTE 

SOUDAN  IRRIGATION 

LONDON.  July  28. — The  Houac  of 
Commons  this  evening  unanimously 
passed  the  second  reading  of  the  Gov- 
et-nment  bill  Introduced  with  the  pur- 
pose of  aiding  the  'Soudan  to  raise  a 
loan  of  £6,000,000  for  Irrigation,  rail- 
way construction  and  the  develop- 
ment of  300,000  acres  of  land  at  the 
confluence  of  the  White  and  Blue 
Nlles. 

The  main  purpose  of  the  bill,  which 
is  meeting  with  strong  approval  In 
the  House  of  Commons.  Is  to  pro- 
mote cotton  cultivation  In  the  Soudan 
and  /thus  render  Lancashire  less  de- 
pendent on  the  United  States  for 
cotton. 


IS  NOT  SmiED 


Yorlcshire  Men  Still  Hold  Out 
Against  Resumption — Mr, 
Bonar  Law  Says  Nationaliz- 
ation Is  Impracticable. 


LONDON.  July  28. — T^te  tonight 
the  Yorkshire  strike  situation  re- 
mained deadlocked.  Neither  side 
fieemed  willing  to  make  the  flrst  move 
to  bring  the  men  and  mine  owners 
together  to  discuss  the  Government's 
offer  of  piece  rates,  and  adjust  other 
dlfllcultles.  Both  sides  apparently  are 
waiting  for  the  Coal  Controller  to  in- 
tervene. 

It  is  believed  that  the  men  aro 
ready  to  accept  the  Government's  of- 
fer and  that  minor  difterencca  will 
not  be  difficult  to  adjust. 

The  miners  have  returned  to  work 
In  the  counties  of  Nottingham, 
Cheshire,  Lancashire  and  Derby- 
shire. 

Rt.  Hon.  Andrew  Bonar  Law  said 
In  .the  Hot^se  of  Commons  that  In  his 
opinion  a  referendum  on  the  ques- 
tion of  xiatlonallaattion  of  the  ooal 
mining    industry    was    impracticable.

SMALL  MARKET  EXPERIMENT) 


LONDON,  July  28. — George  H.  Roberts,  Food  Controller, 
speaking  in  Yorkshire,  held  out  no  hope  of  prices  this  coming  Win- 
ter being  lower  thai)  last  Winter.  The  Government  was  determined 
to  stop  profiteering,  he  said,  but  if  every  profiteer  were  guillotined - 
tomorrow  it  would  not  bring  prices  down  to  the  level  everybody 
desired. 

Ilford,  the  enormous  industrial  area  which  starts  out  from  Bast 
London,  has  established  a  street  market,  where  small  producer*  sell 
fruit,  poultry  and  vegetables.  The  market  is  an  enormous  success. 
Last  week-end  prices  ruled  from  50  to  60  per  cent  lower  than  shop 
prices.  While  Ilford's  example  in  thus  attempting  to  stop  profiteer- 
ing is  generally  commended,  it  is  not  forgotten  that  the  shopkeepers 
have  high  rent  rat^s,  while  the  man  with  a  street  stall  has  tew  such 
liabilities.  Curiously  enough,  Ilford  has  a  strike  on  hand  of  all  the 
municipal  employees.  The  place  is  in  darkness,  is  imswept  and  no 
trains  are  nmning.  The  dispute  arises  over  the  small  payment  of 
scavengers. 

In  the  House  of  Commons  at  question  time,  Sir  Auckland  Geddes 
said  he  was  not  yet  in  a  position  to  state  the  Gdvemment'a  import 
policy  tmtil  aftef  September,  when  the  present  restrictions  expire, 
but  if  the  restrictions  are  continued  after  that  date  the  amount 
allowed  to  be  imported  between  September  1  and  December  31 
would  not  be  less  than  the  amount  allowed  at  present.

Germans  Are  Given 
Unpalatable  Truths 

Belgian   and   Other   Delegates   at   Gathering   of 

International  Trades  Union  Congress  Accuse 

Workers  of  Consenting  to  Atrocities — ^At-

AMSTERDAM.  Saturday.  July  26. — 
The  preliminary  gathering  of  the  In- 
ternational trade  union  congress  to- 
day developed  a  series  of  accusations 
by  Belgian.  United  States,  English 
and  French  delegate*  against  the 
German  workers  for  their  conduct 
during  the  war.  This  led  to  sharp 
recriminations  by  both  artdea.  To- 
day's meeting  had  the  purpoae  of 
clearing  up  the  affairs  of  old  trades 
union  intematlonala  and  makli^ 
preparation*  for  a  new  organisation. 

Before  discussion  opened  the  Bel- 
gians declared  they  had  a  mandate 
to  state  the  grievances  of  the  Belgian 
workers. 

M.  Murtons  then  delivered  his  In- 
dictment, declaring  that  the  German 
trades  unionists  had  not  protested 
against  their  military  authorities  de- 
porting  Belgians. 

Carl  Rudolph  Legln.  president  of 
the  Gernaan  Fodersllon  of  Trades 
Unions.  In  reply,  defended  the  entire 
policy  of  the  German  trades  union- 
ists, which  he  said  had  been  abso- 
lutely correct,  and  declared  their  po- 
sitions prevented  th%lr  protesting  to 
the  government.  Moreover.  Legin 
added  that  they  all  the  time  were 
under  the  impression  that  they  wore, 
fighting  a  defensive  war.  V  i 

"We  did  what  we  Ihouight  waa 
right  to  help  the  Belgian  workers." 
Legin  continued.  "Instead  ot  protest- 
ing publicly,  we  tried  to  retain  th« 
Influence  of  the  government  and 
effect    ameliorations." 

The  Impressions  seemed  to  prevail 
among  the  delegates  that  I.<egin'» 
statement  constltutfd  a  halting  pol- 
icy. 

Samuel  Gorapers.  president  of  the 
American  Federation  of  I^abor.  fol- 
lowed  Lcgln.  He  recalled  that  L<«c<n 
in  tbe  course  of  a  speech  had  de- 
fended the  sinking  of  the  L.asitanla.

At  the  end  of  the  long  sitting  Herr 
Sassenbach.  a  German  Socialist, 
handed  in  a  resolution  containing  a 
statement  In  explanation  of  the  Ger- 
man workers'  attitude  during  and 
since  the  war.  This  was  handed  over 
to  a  committee  for  a  report,  which 
win  be  heard  Monday,  when  a  vote 
on  It  will  be  taken.  The  gist  of  the 
Sassenbach  resolution  follows: 

"The  German  trades  union  always 
realised  that  Germany  acted  wrongly 
in  Belgium  and  always  condemned 
atrocities  committed;  the  German  oc- 
cupation of  Belgium  and  the  ilepor- 
tatidh  of  Belgianf  was  not  done  with 
the  consent  of  the  G'.rmon  work'irs, 
who.  as  far  as  possible,  during  tho 
war.  fought  against  It;,  the  attitude 
of  the  German  workers  nt  the  out- 
break and  during~4the  «ar  wa<)  dic- 
tated by  the  position  of  Germany.  It 
was  their  conviction  that  Germany 
was  fighting  a  defensine  war,  which 
was  the  opinion  of  all  Germans,  in- 
cluding the  leaders  Of  tlv*  indepen- 
dent Socialists. 

"The  German  wor'.<ors  hnd  always 
been  opposed  to  war  and  armitiients. 
and  never  gave  anient  to  tho  govern- 
ment's Imperialism.  If."  the  resolu- 
tion continues,  "at  the  beginning  of 
the  war  all  had  been  known  that  waa 
now  known,  and  the  workers  had  not 
been  misled  and  betrayed  by  the  gov- . 
ernment,  the  attitude  of  tbe  workers 
and  their  leaders  would  have  been 
different.  If  the  German  labor  move- 
ment had  suspected  that'  O^rnlany 
waa  the  aggressor.  It  would,  without 
doubt,  have  tried  by  every  means  to 
prevent  the  war.  The  German  work- 
ers recognise  that  tho  workers  of 
other  countrloo  cannot  appnciat/>  the 
several  actions  of  German  workers 
during  the  war,  but  these  actions 
wer«  forcod  on  them  by  tho  scvors 
■truvBlo  waged  by  tho  Ooman  na«> 
tion."

Deny  Renunciation, 


BSRLIX,  July  2>.<~-Thl«  morning'! 
Pan-rOerman  newspapers  of  Berlin, 
make  a  feature  of  a  flve-column  ex- 
pose of  ocourreneea  in  connection 
with  the  outbreak  of  the  German  rev- 
olution last  November,  Including  a 
■truggle  taking  place  at  German 
Great  Headquarters  at  Spa  on  No- 
vember 9.  lasting  neaj-ly  24  hours,  to 
Induce  former  Bmperor  William  to 
abdicate. 

Material  is  adduced  to  show  that 
Prince  Maximilian,  of  Baden,  then 
Imperial  Chancellor,  Anally  took  the 
initiative  and  gave  out  to  the  WolflC 
Bureau,  an  ofllcial  statement  that  the 
Emperor  hud  abdicated  as  Emperor 
and  King  of  Prussia,  although  it  Is 
slated  that  he  hs4  not  done  either 
and  has  never  renounced  the  throne 
of  Prussia. 

Prince  Maximilian,  it  Is  declared, 
took  this  step  out  of  misguided  pa- 
triotism in  an  attempt  to  subdue  the 
revolutionary  movement,  which  iitus 
rapidly  getting  out  of  hand,  and  by  it 
forced  the  Emperor's  advisers  to 
hurry  him  away  to  Holland. 

The  Pan-Qormuns  now  charge  the 
former.  Chgncellor   with    treachery. 


All  doubts  as  to  William  Hohenzol- 
lern's  abdication  as  German  Emperor 
and  King  of  Prussia,  were  considered 
to  have  been  settled  when  Berlin  ad- 
Xices  on  November  90  last,  told  of  the 
issuance  by  the  new  Qerman  Govern- 
ment of  the  former  ?5mperor'8  act  of 
renunciation,  described  aa/  having 
been  executed  and  signed  by  William 
Hohenzollern  at  Amerongen,  Holland, 
on  November  28.     The  text  of  the  ab- 
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dicatlon.  as  given  In  a  Berlin  dla- 
patch.  read:  "By  the  present  docu- 
ment 1  renounce  forever  my  rights 
to  the  crown  of  Prussia  and  the 
rightu  to  the  German  Imperial 
Crown."

FOR  RESIGNATIONS 

IJASKATOON,  July  28.— Professor 
PI.  D.  ^aclaurin,  professor  of  chem- 
istry; Ira  A.  Mackay,  professor  of 
political  science ;  John  L..  Hogg,  pro- 
fessor of  physics,  and  S.  E.  Green- 
way,  director  of  agricultural  exten- 
sion, have  been  asked  by  the  Board 
of  Governors  of  the  University  of 
Saskatchewan  to  retire  from  the 
service  of  the  university. 

The  professors  state  that  they  are 
astounded  at  the  action  of  the  board, 
and  have  requested  a  hearing  at 
which  the  reasons  for  the  board's 
action  could  be  explained.  The  chair- 
man of  the  board  states  that  he  is 
unable  to  call  such  a  meeting,  as 
President  Murray  of  the  university  Is 
in   the  East. 

Leave  of  absence  was  offered  the 
profeHsopR  on  condltiim  that  they  an- 
nounce before  August  1  their  inten- 
tion of  retiring  from  the  university. 
It  Is  understood  they  will  refuse  to  do 
this.   . 

The  four  professors  concerned  are 
generally  regarded  as  outstanding 
figures  of  the  university  faculty,  and 
the  board's  action  Is  taken  to  Indi- 
cate either  a  drastic  change  In  policy 
or  else  a  state  of  affairs  which  is  of 
very  serious  import  to  education  in 
Western   Canada.

— A  strong  ar- 
raignment of  the  present  Hungarian 
governmentis  contained  in  the  Allied 
statement  issued  on  Saturday,  in 
which  It  was  made  known  to  the 
Hungarian  people  that  they  could 
only  secure  a  removal  of  the  blockade 
and  receive  food  supplies  if  they 
ousted   Bela  Kun  and  set  up  a  truly 


VANCOUVER,  July  »t.— 'Tbe  Rod 
Cross  has  come  to  stay.  The  splendid 
organisation  built  up  during  the  war 
Is  to  bs  'maintained  as  a  permanent 
national  asset,"  said  Col.  Noel 
Marshall,  of  Toronto,  ohairmah  of 
the  executive  committee  of  the  Cana- 
dian Red  Cross  Society.  He  Is  In 
Vancouver  to  meet  Col.  Douglas 
Young,  assistant  commissioner  of  the 
Canadian  Red  Cross  at  Vladivostok, 
who  is  returning  on  the  Empress  of 
Russia. 

"They  want  us  to  continue  work 
there,"  said  Ool.  Marshall,  "but  since 
thb  Canadian  troops  have  been  wlth- 
drurn,  and  because  of  the  unsettled 
cmdltlons  the  executive  wishes  more 
information   before   deciding." 

The  new  charter  given  the  society 
at  the  recent  session  of  Parliament 
enables  the  organisation  to  continue 
"for  the  Improvement  of  health,  pre- 
ventive measures  against  sickness,  the 
alleviation  of  suffering  throughout 
the  world  in  times  of  peace  or  war.". 
Hitherto  the  charter  was  good  for 
war  time  service  only. 

"We  can  turn  In  to  flght  an  epi- 
demic like  the  influenza,  should  it 
revive  again,  or  we  can  s^nd  relief  in 
case  of  a  big  disaster,"  said  Col. 
Marshall. 

In  this  connection  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  the  Red  pross  was  active 
in  fighting  last  year's  "flu"  epidemic, 
and  did  a  wonderful  work  at  Hali- 
fax after  the  disaster.

for  himself  unlfled  mipport. 

"The  premier  delivered  an  address 
not  In  accordance  with  the  customary 
dectaratlonii."  ears  The  Popolo  Ro- 
mano. "These  ar«  new  times  and  call 
for  new  methods.  The  country  must 
know  the  truth.  It  Is  by  knowing  the 
truth  that  we  will  be  able  to  face  our 
.    difflculUes  boldlr" 


Peace   Conference,   Is  as  follows: 

"The  Allied  and  Associated  govern- 
ments are  most  anxious  to  arrange  a 
peace  with  the  Hungarian  people  and 
thus  bring  .to  an  end  a  condition  of 
things  which  makes  the  economic  re- 
vival of  Central  Europe  impossible 
and  defeats  any  attempt  to  secure 
supplies  for  its  population,  l^eoe 
tasks  cannot  even  be  attempted  until 
there  ia  In  Hungary  a  government 
which  represents  Its  people  and  car- 
ries out  In  the  letter  and  tbe  spirit 
the  engagements  Into  which  It  has 
entered  with  tho  Associated  govern- 
ments. 

"None  of  these  conditions  Is  ful- 
fllled  by  the  admlnls'.ration  of  Bela 
Kun,  which  has  not  only  broken  the 
armistice  to  which  Hungary  was 
pledged,  but  Is  at  this  moment  ac- 
tually attacking  a  friendly  and  allied 
power. 

•With  this  particular  aspect  of  the 
question  It  Is  for  the  Associated  gov- 
ernments to  deal  on  their  own  re- 
sponsibility. If  food  and  supplies  are 
to  be  made  available,  if  the  blockade 
Is  to  be  removed.  If  economic  recon- 
struction Is  to  be  attempted.  If  peace 
Is  to  be  settled,  it  can  only  be  done 
with  a  government  which  represents 
the  Hungarian  people,  and  not  with 
one  that  rests  Its  authority  upon  ter- 
rorism. 

"Tho  Associated  4>ower8  think  it 
opportune  to  add  that  all  foreign 
occupation  of  Hungariun  territory,  as 
dellned  by  the  Peace  Conference,  will 
cease  as  soon  as  the  terms  of  the  ar- 
mistice have.  In  fhe  opinion  of  the 
Allied  Comman^r-in-Chiof,  been  sat- 
isfactorily complied  with." 

Commenting  on  the  Allied  mes- 
sage to  the  Hungarian  people  pro- 
mising a  lifting  of  the  blockade  and 
food  relief  If  a  government  with 
which  the  Peace  Conference  could 
deal  was  substituted  for  the  Bela 
Kun  government,  the  Paris  news- 
papers make  the  point  that  this  ac- 
tion by  the  supreme  council  Is  tanta- 
mount to  breaking  oft  all  negotiations 
with  the  Hungariiin  government  as 
at  present  constituted.  In  some  quar- 
ters It  is  regarded  as  the  inltiatlun  of 
II  new  policy  of  a  more  energetic  or- 
der by  the  council,  which  may  reveal 
itu  efTerts  in  other  directions  than 
that  of  Ililngary. 

In  dealing  with  the  general  situa- 
tion in  Central  Europe,  La  LIbcrtn 
says:  "As  soon  as  thoy  feel  them- 
selves Hrmly  supported  by  the  Great 
Powers,  acting  with  unanimity,  our 
Near  Eastern  Allies  will  form  a 
coalition  againut  the  common  enemy 
at   Budapest." 

OENKVA,  July 
month  of  June,  81  Hungarian  revo- 
lutionists against  the  present  Hun- 
garian government  were  executed  by 
ord%r  of  Bela  Kun.  according  to  a 
statement  In  a  copy  of  Bela  Kun's 
organ.  tho^Voros  iTJsag,  of  Budapeat, 
which  has  just  been  received  here.

away  from  international  affiliation. 

This  affects  8.000  miners  in  Alberta 
and  Eastern  British  Columbia,  on 
strike  since  May  24. 

As  the  result  of  their  inquiries  they 
wired  Monday  to  Mr.  John  L.  Lewis, 
international  president  of  the  United 
Mine  Workers  of  America,  at  head- 
quarters  at    Indianapolis,    as   follows: 

"Completed  investigation  today. 
Find  district- president  is  member  ot 
dual  organization.  Showed  commit- 
tee his  membership  card  (O.B.U.). 
Vice-president  and  secretary-treas- 
urt^  also  lined  up  In  favor  of  dual  or- 
ganization. We  would  advise  that 
district  charter  be  suspended  at  once. 
Awaiting  early  reply. — Hamuel  Bal- 
lantype,  Samuel  Caddy,  Willlum  Dal- 
rymple." 

in  reply  to  this  telegram  the  fol- 
lowing wire  was  received  later  in  the 
day  from   the  international  president: 

"Messago  received.  Wired  H.  M. 
ChrlBtophcrs  today  as  follows:  'Ao 
you  arc  uwarc^  the  international 
executive  board  directed  Messra. 
Ballantyne,  Dalrymple  and  Caddy  to 
conduct  an  investigation  Into  the  ex- 
isting affairs  in  District  18  of  the 
United  Mine  Workers  of  America  and 
make  recommendations  to  the  inters 
najtional  officers  as  to  matters  of 
policy  to  be  pursued  In  that  dlsirict. 
This  committee  has  been  pursuing  its 
Investigations,  and  I  am  today  in  re- 
ceipt of  its  recommendations  that  the 
charter  of  District  18  be  revoked  f*i 
good  and  sufficient  cause.  Accord- 
ingly 1  am  hereby  officially  informing 
you  that,  effective  this  date,  the 
charter  pf  District  18  stands  revoked, 
and  the  district  as  such  ceases  its  af- 
Aliation  with  the  United  Mine  Work- 
ers of  America.'  " 

Neither  President  Christophers  nor 
Secretaryr Treasurer  Ed.  Browne  ap- 
peared to  bo  the  least  perturbed 
when,  later  in  the  morning,  a  re- 
porter asked  them  what  they  had  to 
say  about  the  charter  of  District  18 
being  revoked.  They  denied  that  they 
I  had  au  yet  received  a  telegram  from 
Indianapolis,  and  did  not  appear  to 
care  very  much  whether  they  re- 
ceived  it  or  not. 

"Our  district  is  solid."  remarked 
the  president,  "and  when  tho  intei-- 
national  representatives  talk  about 
reorganization  they  have  something 
on   their  plate. 

"We  will  bo  out  to  flgiit  for  all  we 
ar«  worth,"  chipped  in  Secretary 
Browne.  "We  are  not  one  little  bit 
scared."

Lieut.-Colonel  Starr  Expects 
Its  Early  Transfer  to  De- 
partment of  Soldiers'  Ciyil 
Re-establisliment. 


VANCOUVKR,  B.C..  July  28.— 
Colonel  1.  H.  Cameron  and  Lieut. 
Colonels  Clarence  L.  Starr  and  H.  C. 
Parsons,  of  the  Canadian  Army  Medi- 
cal Corps,  who  compose  the  board 
of  medical  consultants  for  the  militia 
department,  are  in  Vancouver  on  in- 
spection work. 

The  peak  of  military  hosultal  work 
is  paused.  Col.  Starr  informed  a  re- 
porter, the  decline  in  the  number  of 
patients  having  begun  some  months 
ago.  There  are  still  u^out  1,500 
InvaTldB  fn^Rngrland,  hcrweTer. 

A  number  of  hospitals  have  been 
closed  in  other  provinces,  Col.  Starr 
stated,  "and  if  the  situation  warrants 
it,  the  number  n>ay  be  dimini.shed  in 
this  jflbvince  shortly.  ITntil  the  board 
of  consultants  has  looked  into  the 
local '  i|}tuatlon  he  was  unable  to  ex- 
press opinion  as  to  when  this  would 
occur. 

That  the  who'n  hospital  work  may 
be  turned  over  to  the  soldiers'  civil 
re-establishment  department  in  the 
near  future,  was  intimated  by  Col. 
Starr.  In  this  evrnt,  the  men  would 
be  discharged  from  the  army  and 
treated  as  civilians.  They  would,  of 
course,  lose  none  of  their  rights  as 
soldiers  in  the  matter  of  post-dis- 
charge benehts,  but  would  during 
their  «tay  in  hospital  be  free  from  the 
military  disciplinary   conventions. 

All  three  members  of  the  board  of 
consultants,  are  specialists  of  Toronto 
who  gave  up  their  practices  to  do 
military  work.  Col.  Starr  is  one  of 
the  leading  orthopedic  specialists  in 
Canada,  a  branch  of  surgery  which 
has  a  most  important  bearing  on 
army  medical  corps  work. 

The  board  of  consultants  was 
formed  by  Surgeon-General  Fott>er- 
ingham  when  he  returned  from  Eng- 
land to  take  over  the  administration 
of  the  military  hospitals  in  Canada  in 
the  Spring  of  1918.  it  was  on  the 
advice  df  this  board  that  the  extensive 
additions  to  hospital  accommodation 
were  made  In  that  year.

MONTKBAL,  July  28.— It  was  on 
Saturday  announced  by  the  Board  of 
Governors  of  McOill  University  that 
at  their  meeting  last  Thursday  Dr.  H.

LON6oN,  July  28. — Mr.  James 
Henry  Thomas,  member  of  parlia- 
ment for  Derby,  In  a.n  interview  fol- 
lowing an  address  before  hii  con- 
stituents Saturday  night,  expres&ed 
profound  anxiety,  concerning  tho  un- 
stable aomct^Mt.  situation  in  Kiibland. 
Mr.  Thoi.liiH,  who  recently  vi.sited  the 
United  Stale**,  said  that  the  Ji.-ontf 
po.sitton  of  the  United  States  could 
not  be  doubted,  and  that  he  had  seen 
enough  while  there  to  satisfy  him  that 
it  was  essential  to  restoie  confldeiicc 
in  this  country  by  inrre!t>.'n»  prodnc- 
tion  and  kecplnj;  every  liiJustry  fully 
employed. 

Mr.  Thomas'  speech  was  his  first 
utterance  since  he  returned,  lie  said 
that  England's  tinancial  condition, 
coupled  with  tho  manner  in  which 
labor  disputes  are  magnified  abroad, 
had  creiited  an  ImpreMslon  in  the 
United  Stales  that  iiinglund  was  go- 
ing headlong  Into  bankruptcy  und 
ruin.  It  was  essential  for  the  Uov- 
ernnirnt  to  declare  its  policy,  he  as- 
serted, and  thus  remove  the  suspi- 
cion of  the  workers  that  they  woia 
unfairly  treated.  The  reliance  of  the 
workers  in  the  strike  as  a  weapon 
tilonc,  he  added,  was  altogether  un- 
democratic. 

The  Sunday  papers  gave  proinl-. 
nencc  to  amplillcatlons  of  Mr. 
Thoiiiau'  Derl>y  speech,  expressed  by 
him  in  an  interview.  He  is  (luoted 
as  saying  that  he  is  convinced  tliat 
"we  shall  lose  our  commercial  su- 
premacy unless  wo  drastically  change 
our  political   methods." 

STRANGE  STORY  TOLD 
BY  FRANCIS  DRAKE 

SAN  F'UANCISCO.  July  28.— A 
story  of  how  his  lone  Jnurney  around 
the  world  in  the  little  schooner  Sir 
Francis  wus  halted  by  the  world  Wi^r. 
In  which  ho  served  as  a  Canadian 
soldier,  and  was  renewed  again,  only 
to  be  halted  by  Mexican  bandits,  was 
told  here  by  Mr.  Francis  Drake,  of 
Seattle,  who  arrived  here  penniless 
after  many  adventures. 

Mr.  Drake,  who  claims  to  be  a 
descendant  of  Sir  Francis  Drake, 
famed  explorer,  set  out  from  Seattle 
In  the  Sir  Francis  tour  years  ago. 
Reaching  Halifax,  he  enlisted  in  ths 
Canadian  army.  After  flghttng  In 
France,  he  returned  to  the  Sir  Fran> 
cis  and  started  the  journey  anew. 
Near  0allna  Cms  the  craft  was  cai- 
rled  ashore  and  he  was  captured  hy 
the  bandits.  He  was  relieved  of  his 
clothing  and  I1.090.  and  then  tamed 
loose. 

He  managed  to  reach  Halina  Crux, 
where  sn  American  sea  captain 
picked  him  up  and  «t«u-ted  blm  «n  his 
homeward  way. 
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'M.  Ribot  Offers  Contradiction 
4n  Regard  to  Allies'  Alleged 
Peace  Offer— On  Michaelis 
Gives  Version, 


PARIS.  July  28. — "A  distortion  of 
the  truth,"  was  the  characterisation 
applied  today  by  Alexardre  Rlbot  to 
the  recent  statement  by  Jlathiaa 
Krxberger,  the  German  Finance  Min- 
ister, declarini?  that  Great  Britain 
and  Prance  made  peace  overtures  to 
Germany  through  the  Vatican  In  1917. 
which   Germany   rejected. 

M.  Ribot,  who  was  French  Pre- 
mier and  Foreign  Minister  at  the 
time  in  question,  made  this  declara- 
tion in  a  statement  to  Marcel  Hutin. 
of  The  Beho  de  Paris.  The  former 
Premier  explained  the  occurrence  as 
follows: 

"Pope  Benedict,  in  Vugust.  1*17. 
•suggested  proposals  to  serve  as  a 
basis  for  overtures  to  Germany. 
France  and  Great  Britain  both  de- 
cided to  decline  the  proposals.  The 
politest  acknowledgment  was  made 
to  the  Pope,  but  nothing  more.  The 
British  Minister  to  the  Vatican,  in 
his  own  name,  pointed  out  that  the 
proposals  did  not  contain  sufficient 
guarantees  for  Belgium.  Cardinal 
Gasparri.  the  papal  secretary  of 
state,  M.  Rlbot  continued,  seized 
upon  this  to  telegraph  Germany  for 
explanations  on  the  subject  of  Bel- 
glum.  It  was  an  attempt  to  start 
a  conversation,  but  the  British  Gov- 
ernment cut  if  off  short,  and  the 
British    Minister    went    no    further. 

"1  simply  said  to  the  British  Gov- 
ernment," added  M.  Rlbot,  "  'do  not 
let  yourself  be  Involved  In  an  indirect 
conversation  like  that,'  and  that  was 
the  end   of  the  matter." 

MTcliaeirir  VCTSloiT 

BERLIN,  July  28. — Dr.  Georg 
Michaelis,  the  former  Imperial  Chan- 
cellor, in  a  long  declaration  published 
by  The  Taglischc  Rundschau,  dis- 
claims responsibility  for  refusal  of 
peace  overtures  In  1917  .attributed 
to  him  by  Mathias  Kraberger,  vice- 
premier,  speaking  in  the  German  na- 
tional assembly   on    Friday. 

On  that  occasion,  M.  Erxberger  de- 
clared that  peace  overtures  were 
made  to  Germany  by  Great  Britain 
and  France  through  the  Vatican  in 
August,  1917,  that  Chancellor  Mich- 
aelis on  September  24  wrote  that  tho 
tituation  was  not  sufficiently  clear 
and    rejected    the    overtures. 

Dr.  Michaelis;  in  his  present  state- 
ment, says  that  the  proposals  were 
Is  id  before  him  early  In  September, 
and  not  August,  and  he  discussed 
them  with  Dr.  von  Kuehlmann,  whq 
was  Foreign  Secretary  at  the  time. 
Later  h^  requested  the  Emperor  to 
hold  ■•  crown  council  in  the  presence 
of  the  supreme  army  and  navy 
authorities. 

This  was  held  on  September  11, 
and  the  result  of  the  conference,  he 
says,  was  summed  up  by  the  Em- 
peror In  the  following  written  mem- 
orAndum: 

"The  annexation  of  Belgium  is  du- 
bious. Belgium  could  be  restored. 
The  Flanders  coast.  It  is  true.  Is  very 
Important,  and  Zeebruggo  must  not 
fall  Into  the  hands  of  the  British. 
But  the  Belgian  coast  alone  could 
not  be  held. 

"The  close  economic  union  of  Bel- 
glum  with  Germany  must  be  brought 
about.  Belgium  has  the  greatest  in- 
terest  In   this." 

The  former  Chancellor  explains 
that  he  arranged  with  von  Kuehl- 
mann soundings,  through  a  suitable 
person,  to  indicate.  In  accordance 
with  the  crown  council's  decision, 
that  prerequisites  for  negotiations 
were  recognition  of  Germany's  terri- 
torial integrity,  restoration  of  the 
German  colonies,  abandonment  of  an 
economic  war,  and  no  indemnity. 

Great    secrecy    was    necessary,    and 
It    was   considered    inadvisable    to   ne- 
gotiate through    the  Vatican,   because 
that    might    have    rendered    an    Indis- 
cretion   by    Erzberger    possible. 

In  conclusion.   Dr.    Michaelis   says: 

"I  did  niy  utmost,  and  if  the  plans 
failed  It  was  due  to  the  fact  that  our 
enemies   were  unwilling." 

General  Ludendorff,  former  first 
quartermaster-general.  Is  also  out 
with  a  declaration  In  The  Berlin 
Zc-ltung.  in  which  he  denies  that  he 
knew  of  the  papal  letter  or  the  r*- 
ply  of  Dr.  Michaelis,  until  disclosed 
by  Herr  Erxberger.  He  learited,  he 
says,  from  other  sources,^  In  August, 
that'  Great  Britain  was*  iR;Hlln«  to 
to  talk  peace,  and  mentions  the  coun- 
cil of  September  11.  He  adds  that 
a  decision  was  reached,  but  docs  not 
mention    what   It   was.

With  the  return  of'  Sir  Robert  Bor- 
den to  Ottawa  Bjrcculatlon  will  become 
rlf»«n  Cabinet  changes  though  much 
of  it  will  be  prematura  because  ther(J 
arei^t  present  only  two  vaoancles  In 
the,  ministry.     It  is  doubtful  If  these 
wllf  be  filled  for  some  weeks  yet  and 
In    the    meantime    other    reulgnatlons 
are  Mpected,  for  it  is  general  knowl- 
edc»  the   reconstruction   will    Involve 
six   portfolly.     The  reports  that  Sir 
jK>mar  Gouln  may.  become  a  member 
of  the  Cabinet  are  discounted  by  the 
knowledge    that    he    is    to   attend    the 
Libaral    Convention    at    Ottawa    next 
week.     It  W  not  at  all  clear  that  he 
could  Join  the  Union  Government  and 
still  retain  his  strength  In  Quebec,  jllr 
Robert   Borden's   hardest   problem    Is 
to  give  Quebec  adequate  cabinet  re- 
presentation, and  it     is     difficult     to 
know  ^hat  solution  he  will  find.     Of 
one  thing    we  feel  cefUln  and  that  Is 
that  the  IHrlme  Minister  is  endeavor- 
inji  to  p^uade  three  or  four  of  his 
Cabinet  ministers    who    are    contem- 
pllltlng    resignation    to    change    thel^ 
mlhds.     The  character  of  the  recon - 
■truction  to  take  place  depends  very 
largely  on  how  successful  he  Is  In  pre- 
venting the   number    of    resignations 
tntldpated. 

August  win  be  a  ^usy  month  poli- 
tically, for  tt»4mtare»t  of  the  whole 
Dominion  will  be  aroused  In  the 
Liberal  coijyentlon  at  Ottawa.

The  Government  Is  considering  the 
desirability  of  fixing  a  mlntmuni  price 
on   wheat,   pressure  towards  this  end 
having  been  brought  to  bear  by   the 
grain  growers  l>ecause  of  the  action  of 
the  UnHed  Btates.     The  matter  Is  now 
the  subjeot  of  a  conference  between 
representatlvea  of  the  grain  Interests 
and   rnembers  of  the  cabinet.     What 
Is  meant  by  a  minimum  price.  In  the 
circumstances    oT    open    markets    can 
mean  notMng  less  than  a  guarantee 
by  the   Dominion   that  the  grain   In-v 
tei^sts    win    be    afforded    protection. 
Within   a  few   months   there   will   be 
more  grain  than  Js 'necessary  for  the 
world's  supply,  and  therefore  It  stands 
to    reason    that   a    certain    proportion 
cannot  be  marketed.     Th  Kurepe  the 
price  oC  grain  Is  declining,  but  there 
is  no  indication  of  a  decline  on  this 
continent  and   until   it  falls   the  cost 
of  living  will  remain  at  approximately 
the  high  figure  it  now  Is.     What  the 
people  of  this  Dominion  are  t|oncerned* 
In  knowing  Is  If  a  guaranteed  mini- 
mum price  for  wheat  is  to  act,     not 
ftlone  «s  a  protection  for  the  pockets 
•ftho_  farmers,  but  also'aa  a  reason 
why  Iha  cost  of  everything  else   re- 
mains  correspondingly  high. 

Canadian   wheat   Is   as  good    If   not 
better  than  any  other  grown,  so  why 
shoul^  it  not  be  able  to  hold  Its  own 
in   the. markets  of  the   world?     Any 
guarantee,    described    either   aH   maxi- 
mum or  minimum  price,  will  prove  a 
main  obstacle  In  the  way  of  reducing 
the  cost  of  living     for  wheat  Is  king 
of   commodities   In   Canada.   The    far- 
mers have  organised  politically  to  put' 
an  end  to  protection.     They  have  even 
gone  HO  far  as  to  advocate  a  boycott 
of  goods     manufactured     In     Canada 
until   such   time   as    the   Government 
brings    down .  the   Urlff   and    permits 
them  to  buy  In  th/  United  States  to 
the   detriment   of  Canadian    Industry. 
Under  these  circumstances  their  pre- 
sent action   In  seeking   protection   for 
their  own  product     la    certainly     not 
being    consistent.      They     should      be 
prepared    to   eonoede    to    other    what 
they    demand  for    themselves.      Pro- 
tection of  the  kind  they  seek  means 
the  creation  of  a  favored  class  of  the 
community,     a     condition     which     is 
bound   to  lead   to   trouble  eventually. 
That  trouble  will  come  all  the  quicker 
If  such   protection   means   the   main- 
tenance of  high  prices  for  the  neces- 
saries of  life.

"When  the  time  comes  that  every- 
one wants  to  put  the  story  of  his 
work  in  song  and  picture  I  think 
we  pretty  nearly  will  have  solved  the 
Industrial    problem   of   the    world!" 

This  concluding  sentence  of  the 
Inspired  address  that  Miss  Ida  TarboU 
delivered  last  night  for  the  Chau- 
tauqua audience,  contained  the 
germ  of  the  text  upon  which  she 
built  her  lecture,  for  her  solution  of 
the  great  labor  questiona  which  are 
perplexing*  the  world  today  seemed 
to  lie  rather  through  the  channels  of 
re-creation  of^  Interest  in  the  task 
than  In  modincatlon  or  elimination 
of  that  Usk.  Coming  fresh  from  the 
Peace  Conference  in  Paris  where  her 
special  Interest  centered  in  this  very 
question  of  the  labor  problem,  she 
brought  a  report  of  the  various  as- 
pects of  the  matter  which  were  con- 
sidered by  the  labor  commission  dur- 
ing its  six  week*'  sittings  there.  This 
labor  commission,  she  explained.  In- 
cluded representatives  of  '"The  Big 
Five."  France.  England,  the  United 
States,  Italy,  and  Japan,  and  four  of 
the  smaller  nations.  The  most  im- 
portant plan  that  came  before  that 
commission  was  from  England., 
whose  chief  representative  was  Mr. 
Barnes,  a  member  of  the  Cabinet. 

'^This  labor  .commission  had  full 
authority  to  call  labor  representatives 
from  any  country  In  the  world  In  or- 
der to  get  their  viewpoint.  For 
about  six  weeks  thpy  worked  night 
and  day.  It  was  finally  decided  that 
there  Is  to  be  a  permanent  commis- 
sion with  headquarters  at  Geneva.  Its 
governing  board  of  twenty-four,  to 
comprise  twelve  member*  from  the 
leading  industrial  natioufi.  nations 
which  wni  chanpe  as  the  position  of 
the  nations  industrtally  changes. 
Great  Britain.  Frar^e,  and  the  United 
States,  will  be  the  chief  representa- 
tives on  this  board." 

Something  about  the  representa- 
tion on  this  board  was  defined.  /kM  a 
matter  of  *act  there  was  some  dlffer- 
rtices  of  viewpoint  on  this  question, 
which  was  flnany  decided  In  the  man- 
ner Bupported  by  the  British  and  Bel- 
gian representatives,  via,  that  every 
member  of  thV  League  of  NaUons  Is 
to  have  four  representatives  at 
Geneva — one  for  labor,  one  for  cap- 
Ual,  and  two  for  the  Government 

"It  seemed  to  many  of  the  Ameri- 
cans and   Italians   that   this   arrange- 
ment might  put  labor  at  a  disadvan- 
tage sometimes.     My  own  view  Is  that 
the    decision    to    adopt   the    plan   out- 
lined  was   owing   to    the   influence   of 
:  Great   Britain,   because   in   that  coun- 
try  labor   Is  a  political   force   and    Is 
already  represented   In   their  Govern- 
!  nient.     This  Is  also  true   In   Belgium. 
It  Is  not  true  in  the  United  States.   I 
rather  think  It  was  this  political  con- 
sideration   that    carried     the     British 
representatives*  argument.  ...     Also 
this  argument  !.<»  sounds  undoubtedly 
H6   time   goes    on    Governments    will 
lean  more  and  more  to  the  labor  side. 
Labor   Is   not   going   to   mean   simply 
those  who  work  with  their  hands.    It 
Is  going  to  mean  everyone  who  works 
tor  himself.     And  I  hope  the  timd  Is 
fast    coming    when    everyone    will    bo 
classified    among    the    laborers,    either 
laborer   with   hands  or  brains." 
How  to  Knforre 
The     enforcement     of     the     recom- 
mendations of  the  Labor  Commission 
was  ona  of  the  llnal  problems  whIcTi 
came  before  the  convention.  Twenty- 
seven  different  nations  had  agreed  to 
these     recolnmendatlons     when     they 
were  put  before  the  convention.    The 
toenty-seven     flgnatorles     were     not 
only  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  races.  Japan 
•was  there;  some  of  the  South  Ameri- 
can   States   were    there.      France    and 
Italy    proposed    economic    pressure — - 
the  exercise   of  a   "no   trade"   boycott 
for     any     nation     which     refused     to 
adopt  the  principles  as  outlined.  But 
better   counsel    prevailed,    and    it   was 
nnally  decided  that  a  system  of  edu- 
cational  propaganda  which   ultimate- 
ly  evpn    If   slowly — would    bring   the 

disagreeing  elements  round,  should 
be  pursued.  The  document  was  Anal- 
ly presented  to  the  Peace  Conference, 
where  Its  humane  ideals  were  recog- 
nlaed:  the'  need  of  conciliation  of 
capital  and  labor,  of  provision  against 
unemployment,  the  provision  of  ade- 
quate wage  and  reasonable  working 
hours,  protection  of  the  worker  In 
the  event  of  sickness,  recognition  of 
the  principle  of  freedom  in  choosing 
vocation,  etc. 

Mr.  Barnes,  the  British  represen- 
tative on  the  labor  commission,  had 
made  one  of  the  most  forceful  of  the 
■peeches  delivered  when  the  recom- 
mendations were  read  at  the  Peace 
Confereiice.  But  more  U[iteresting, 
perhaps,  was  the  fact  that  many  of 
the  backward  nations.  Uruguay.  Bo- 
hvla.  China,  and  Peru,  (where  there 
exists  no  such  thing  as  a  standard 
wage  or  standard  hour),  spoke  in  its 
support.  Their  representatives  said 
they  did  not  know  what  they  could 
do  In  carrying  out  the  recommenda- 
tions m  countries  where  the  social, 
climatic,  and  economic  conditions 
were  so  vastly  different,  but  t^ey  rec- 
ognized the  Justice  of  the  principle, 
and  could  at  least  undertake  to  try 
to  get  their  nation,  to  educate  Us 
people  to  follow  out  the  policies  set 
forth  In  the  document.  This  was  a 
very  great  thing. 

What  Will  Oomc*  of  It? 
"What  will  come  out  of  It?"  aaked 
the  speaker.  None  could  say.  It  all 
depended  on  the  wisdom  and  deter- 
mination with  which  the  world  took 
hold  of  the  problem.  It  was  a  very 
aolemn  thing;  no  longer  was  the  ques- 
tion one  merely  of  national  concern: 
it  was  a  problem  which  confronted 
the  whole  world  and  In  the  solution 
of  which  the  whole  world  must  take 
a  hand.  Wisdom,  patience  and  deter- 
mination must  stand  firm.  Obetlnacy. 
violence  on  either  side  would  be  a 
sertous  drawltack.  Those  who  stood 
In  the  front  rank  as  nations  must  lead 
tho  way  for  the  weaker,  must  not  im- 
peril the  realisation  of  the  forward 
movement  by  letting  IrHUtlon  or  Im-. 
patience  come  to  the  front.

Before  Anally  fixing  the  terms  of 
the  agreement  with  regard  to  the 
road  the  Mayor  and  other  represent- 
atives of  the  city  will  wait  upon  the 
Provincial  Government  again.  Last 
week  Premier  Oliver  informed 
Mayor  Porter  that  the  Government 
would  undertake  to  grade  the  road,

Andros  questioned  whether 
the  city  was  obliged  to  remove  Ihe 
bridge  under  any  circumstances.  He 
did  not  see  that  the  Job  came  within 
the  new  bridge  scheme,  and  felt  that 
It  should  be  ignored  at  the  present 
stage.

Following  a  conference  yesterday 
morning,  at  which  the  Johnson  Street 
bridge  project  was  discussed  with 
Mayor  Porter,  Hr.  Orant  Hall,  nrst  vice- 
president  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Rail- 
way Company,  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  arrangement  which  has  been 
come  to  respecting  the  construction  of 
that  much-delayed  work  is  satisfactory 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  railway  com- 
pany, and  that  the  matter  la  now  up  to 
the  ratepayera  of  the  city. 

Mr.  Hall  headed  a  party  of  railway 
olilolala  and  othera  who  reached  the 
city  yeaterday  morning.  He  la  on  one 
of  hia  customary  tripa  of  inapection, 
and  stated  that  h'*  visit  poaaeaaed  no 
special  algrniflcance.  In  the  part^  wert 
Mr.  D.  C.  Coleman,  vice-prealdeat  ami 
general  manager  of  the  company's 
weatem  Itnea;  Mr.  W.  B.  Lanlgan, 
freight  traffic  manager;  Mr.  A.  R.  Har- 
graft,  ex-preaident  of  the  Winnipeg 
Grain  Exchange  and  now  engaged  in  the 
grain  brokerage  bualneaa  in  that  eity; 
Major  Oeorge  Whitmore,  of  Regina,  and 
Mr.  8.  McRae,  of  Hevelatoke.  Mr.  R. 
Marpole,  executive  agent  of  the  C.  P.  R. 
ia  Britieh  Columbia,  accompanied  the 
party  from  the  Mainland.

While  in  the  city  members  of  the 
party  enjoyed  a  game  of  golf  at  the 
Oak  Bay  Hnks.  Mr.  Hali  1«  a  de- 
votteo  of  the  grand  old  OOime  and 
always  on  his  visits  to  Victoria  par- 
ticipates In  a  game  or  two  after  his 
ofllclal  duties  are  concluded. 

The  present  visit'  of  Mr.  Hall  is  the 
second  he  has  made  to  Victoria  since 
his  ad\'ance  to  the  ofiBce  of  vice- 
president  Of  .the  great  railway  cor- 
poration.

CROSSES  THE  DIVIDE 


Mr.  6us  Larsen,  Who  First 
Reached  Victoria  Thirty- 
Seven  Years  Ago,  Died  at 
flesidence  Sunday  Morning, 


The  death  occurred  on  Sunday 
morning  at  his  residence,  910  Hillside 
Avenue,  of  Mr.  Gus  Larsen. 

He  waa  well  known  to  all  old- 
timers,  having  come  to  Victoria  In 
the  year  1883  aa  first  mate  on  the 
sailing  ship  Malabar.  Mr.  larsen 
was  a  Norwegian  by  birth,  having 
been  born  in  Dram  men.  Norway,  in 
1859.  He  left  hia  home  for  a  sea- 
faring life  at  the  early  age  of  14.  and 
had  visited  practically  every  country 
in  the  world.  Upon  coming  to  Vic- 
toria he  took  up  hia  residence  here 
and  later  secured  land  and  made  his 
home  at  Cowlchiin  Bay,  where  he 
lived  for  a  number  of  years,  the 
country  being  practically  wild.  He 
left  that  district  for  Mt.  Sicker  at 
the  time  of  the  mining  rush,  moving 
to  Chemalnus  in  ISOS,  where  ho  pro- 
cured work  as  head  millwright  in  the 
Chemalnus  mill. 

From  there  Mr.  Larsen  came  to 
Victoria.  Ue  Joined  the'  navy  at 
Esquimau  at  the  beginning  of  the 
war;  later,  in  1916,  he  Joined  the 
Royal  Canadian  EngineerB,  subse- 
quently transferrlnK  to  the  lat 
Pioneera,  which  left  here  for  overseas 
la  June,  191S.  lie  waa  about  two 
months  in  England  before  being  sent 
over  to  France,  where  he  saw  18 
months*  service,  being  at  the  Battles 
of  the  Somme,  Arraa,  Vlmy  Tlidge 
and  many  othera.  He  was  invalided 
home  in  the  middle  of  1918. 

Mr.  Larsen  Is  survived  by  his  widow 
and  two  daughters,  Mrs.  Lily  Rivers, 
widow  of  Charles  E.  Rivera,  and 
Edith;  also  one  grandchild,  Lillian 
Rivera,  all  reoidlng  at  ^10  HiUalde 
Avenue. 

The  funeral,  with  full  military 
honors,  will  take  place  on  Wednes- 
day, at  2  o'clock,  from  the  Sands 
Funeral  Chapel.  Interment  will  be 
made  at  Rosa  Bay  CemetetV-

EARLY  REPORT  UPON 
UNO  PURCHASE  PROBE 


Pending  Report  Government 
Has  Nothing  to  Say  Con- 
cerning Recent  Transaction 
in  Kelowna  District, 


Just  what  is  the  result  of  the  report 
which  the  fiovernmont  has.  been  hav- 
ing prepared  concerning  the  alleged 
Interest  of  Mr.  Francis  It.  K.  dellart. 
one  of  the  directors  of  the  l..and  Set- 
tlement Hoard,  in  the  ncgotlathins 
which  recpnlly  resulted  In  the  board 
acquiring  for  $33,000  a  tract  of  400 
acreM  of  land,  comprising  the  Chris- 
tian ranch,  in  the  Kelownu  district, 
has  not  yet  been   disclosed. 

Hon.  K.  I).. Barrow.  Minister  of  Ab- 
rlculture,  stated  yesterday  that  the 
transaction  has  been  investigated, 
and,  he  expected,  the  result  thereof 
would  be  forthcoming  In  a  few  days. 
Concerning  the  report  that  Mr.  de- 
Hatt  had  been  asked  to  hand  In  his 
resignation  as  a  member  of  the  LAnd 
Settlement  Board,  the  minister  had 
absolutely     nothing     to     say     neither 


conflrmTiig  nor  denying  It. 

"The  matter  is  being  Investigated." 
Hon.  Mr.  Barrow  stated  yesterday, 
"and  the  result  will  be  forthcoming  in 
a  few  days,  I  hope."  Beyond  that  he 
would  eay  nothing. 

The  acquisition  of  the  tract  for 
land  settlement  purposes  was  ap- 
proved by  the  cabinet  following  the 
recommendation  by  Hon.  Mr.  Barrow, 
who  was  acting  upon  representations 
made  by  the  I^and  Settlement  Board, 
the  latter  body  being  moved  to  urge 
the  purchase  upon  favorable  reports 
submitted  by  Mr.  deHart,  who  is  the 
director  of  the  Board,  having  super- 
vision over  that  particular  portion  of 
the  province. 

After  the  sale  was  consummated  the 
Government  learned  that  it  was  not 
by  an  actual  owner  but  by  a  Mr.  Mor- 
rison, of  Kelowna,  president  of  the 
Kelowna  Liberal  Association,  who  held 
the  land  under  option  granted  by  the 
owner  for  $24,000;  that  Mr.  Morrison 
turned  It  over  to  the  government  at 
933,000,  which  the  Government  had 
believed  was  the  lowest  possible  price 
it  oould  be  secured' for.  Mr.  Morrison, 
in  addition  to  his  profit  of  some  $9,600 
on  the  transaction,  became  possessed 
of  stock  and  implements  un  the  ranch 
valued  at  $1,000  or  more. 

The  LAnd  Settlement  Board  has 
m^de  it  a  rule  to  deal  only  with  prin- 
cipals refusing  to  allbw  profits  or 
cqromissions  to  agents.  But,  if  the 
information  lyhich  reached  the  gov- 
ernment concerning  this  particular 
transaction  is  true,  some  $10,000  was 
made  by  the  President  of  the  Kelowna 
Uberal  Association,  who  secured 
the  option  for  a  nominal  sum  and  then 
turned  over  the  property  to  the  gov- 
ernment, which  was  led  to  secure  It 
through  the  favorable  reports  of  Mr. 
deHart. 

When  the  matter  was  first  brought 
to  the  attention  of  the  Government, 
Premier  Oliver  announced  that  an  In- 
vpHtigation  would  be  held,  and  Mr. 
doHart  called  upon  to  explain  the  sit- 
uation. Since  then  the  probe  has  been 
under  way,  and,  Hon.  Mr.  Barrow  now 
stated,  the  result  thereof  will  bo 
forthcoming  shortly.

iflOO  TENNIS 
ON  Sm  STROKES 


Marked  Improvement  in  Tech- 
nique of  Game  Followed 
Meeting  of  Experts  in  Inter- 
Allied  Tournaments. 


NEW  YORK,  July  28. — Competent 
students  of  lawn  tennis  form,  those 
who  have  carefully  watched  the  de- 
velopments of  the  game,  agree  that 
the  past  few  years  have  shown  a 
marked  improvement  in  the  stroking 
of  the  ball.  The  recently  decided 
inter-Allied  series  of  matches  abroad 
afforded  a  splendid  and  unusual  op- 
portunity for  comparison,  an  oppor- 
tunity that,  for  all  practical  purposes, 
has  never  before  been  possible. 

The  great  players  of  the  world 
wereb  rought  together  in  a  way  that 
made  it  possible  to  pass  what  has 
amounted  to  a '  fair  and  adequate 
Judgment  as  to  the  form  and  strokes. 
The  recent  tournament  held  in  Lon- 
don, on  the  turf  at  Wimbledon,  has 
also  made  It  possible  to  witness 
many  of  the  great  players  of  the 
world  In  action,  and  the  same  thing 
was  true  of  the  competitions  at  the 
Queen's  Club  that  served  as  the  cur- 
tain-raiser to  the  inter-Allied  and 
Wimbledon  meetings. 

Sound  Play  Counts 

There  appears  no  doubt  that  the 
Americans  have  been  displaying  their 
usual  ingenuity  abroad,  the  same  sort 
that  in  years  gone  by  accounted  for 
the  wonderful  development  of  the 
celebrated  American  twist  and  the 
other  innovations  that  have  had  so 
much  to  do  with  the  changing 
phases  of  the  modern  game  on  the 
Qourts.  Still,  with  all  of  the  new 
and  fresh  ideas  which  the  great 
players  of  this  country  have  brought 
to  lawn  tennis  there  is  still  the  belief 
flrmly  planted  that  the  soundness  of 
strongly  placed,  steady  strokes  re- 
mains the  foundation  of  the  game, 
and  that  they  must  be  mastered  be- 
fore the  player  may  enter  upon  the 
stages  of  experiraentallsm. 

It  was  the  opinion  of  the  famous 
Doherty  brothers,  when  they  visited 
this  country  in  1802  and  1803  in  the 
successful  quest  of  the  Davis  Cup, 
that  the  Americans  hazarded  too 
much  upon  their  attempts  to  bring 
oft  killing  strokes.  The  Dohertys  at 
that  time  gave  their  opponents  a  les- 
son in  the  advantages  to  be  gained 
by  steadiness  of  stroke,  with  its  ac- 
companying accuracy  of  aim.  Their 
strokes  were  true  and  faultless.  There 
was  none  of  the  tricky  attempts  at 
top  and  spin  that  later  came  Into 
vogue,  and  which  now  appear  again 
to  be  passing.  Not  only  abroad,  but 
also  In  this  country,  the  real  effec- 
tiveness of  the  cleanly  played  stroke 
is  beginning  to  be  appreciated  at  its 
full  value. 

There  is  not  the  slightest  doubt 
that  the  mingling  of  the  greatest 
players  in  the  world  in  Prance  and 
EngUnd  has  materially  helped  the 
purely  technical  eiemenU  of  the 
game.

He  said  Wilde 
won.  That  should  settle  the  matter, 
at  least  until  some  testimony  reaches 
this*  side  of  the  water  indicating  that 
Moore  had  the  better  of  the  flghting, 

American  lighters  have  less  to 
fear  from  referees  and  promoters  in 
England  than  they  have  right  here 
at  home.  We  have  seen  boxers  in  the 
States  hold  up  the  show  for  a  guar- 
antee when,  after  agreeing  to  box 
for  a  percentage,  they  saw  that  their 
drawing  powers  had  attracted  a  leaii 
hotise.  They'd  have  been  blackballed 
for  ail  time  if  they  h&d  pulled  that 
frick  In  liondon.

The  game  over  there  Is  under 
hettet*  regulation,  although  by  un- 
offlcial  organizations,  th^n  it  Is  in 
the  States.  Eminent  sportsmen  with 
plenty  of  money  are  always  keen  to 
keep  out  the  shell  game  type  of 
sports.

Of  course,  their  referees  make 
mistakes.  When  Moore  won  from 
Wilde  last  December  the  crowd  went 
wild  with  indlgation  over  the.  ds- 
cision.

But  did  Jim  Driscoll,  Wilde's  trainer. 
Join  the  chorus?  He  did  not.  Instead, 
the  ancient  gladiator  leaped  into  the 
ring,  gestured  for  silence,  and  pre- 
vented a  nasty  scene  by  announcing 
that  the  Wilde  party  was  satisfied 
with  the  verdict. 

Later,  when  Wilde  won  a  .flftaen- 
round  flght  with  Joe  Ljmch,  another 
American,  most  of  the  English  sport 
writers,  in  their  stilted  style,  de>- 
nounced  the  deceision  as  a  mistake 
and  gave  the  victory  to  the  Amer- 
ican, 

Wilde  is  no  god  In  England,  They 
Icarjied  that  his  feet  were  of  clay, 
and  pretty  cold,  clammy  clay,  too, 
when  he  tried  to  dodge  the  army  in 
1817  on  an  exemption  plea,  after 
most  of  the  other  little  fellows  of  the 
ring  had    gone   to   the   trenches. 

There  probably  is  little  excuse  for 
all  the  fuss  over  the  Wilde  jiacislon.

Only  Solution  of  Russian  Situ- 
ation Is  the  Sending  in  of 
Adequate  Reinforcements  ta 
Back  Up  Leader  of  Party. 


Unless  the  Allied  nations  change 
their  preaent  policy  which  seems  to 
contemplate  overwhelming  the  Bol- 
shevist menace  in  Russia  through 
providing  the  distressed  people  of 
that  country  with  food,  and  Instead, 
lealise  'that  the  most  effective  man- 
ner of  assisting  In  stabilizing  condi- 
tions there,  is  to  throw  in  substantial 
reinforcements  of  men  and  supplies 
to  back  up  Admiral  Koltchak,  head 
of  the  All-Russia,  forces. on  the  ICast- 
em  front,  there  Is  little  likelihood  of 
the  present  chaotic  conditions  in  that 
C4>untry  being  Improved.  The  forces 
headed  by  Admiral  Koltchak  have 
been  steadily  forced  back,  owing  al- 
most wholly  to  lack  of  adequate. mili- 
tary support  from  the  Allies. 

Such  is  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Dwight 
K.  Grady,  who  reached  Victoria  last 
(vening  on  the  EmpresH  of  Russia, 
direct  from  the  Eastern  Uusslan  front 
where  he  was  engaged  in  Y.M.CA. 
work,  and  also  as  correspondent  for 
some  of  the  leading  papers  of  China 
and  Japan  printed  in  the  English 
la  nguage.

he  left,  among  those  in  the  best  po- 
sition to  know  that  as  things  are  at 
preiient  the  Koltchak  forces  cannot 
make  headway  against  the  Bolshevist 
hordes.

The  equipmoat  of  the  Ruaaian 
troops  is  extremely  poor  and  their 
morale  la  anything  bnt  satiafactory. 
Vast  numt>era  of  them  are  mere  hoym 
from  fif toen  to  sixteen  years  of  age, 
though  the  minimum  age  for  men 
eligible  for  service  la  supposed  to  be 
acventeen  years.  These  lads  are  seat 
into  the  front  line  after  but  three  or 
four  weeks'  training,  and  being  in- 
adequately fed  and  armed,  they  liave 
not  proved  equal  to  the  problem  oon- 
frontlng  them.  Further,  too,  Mr. 
Grady  states,  there  is  friction  aiAong 
the  various  elements  under  Admiral 
Koltchak,  for  whom,  personally,  the 
Europeans  in  a  position  to  Judge 
speak  highly,  but  who  has  had  trou- 
ble with  his  ministers,  all  of  whom 
were  reported  to  have  resigned  short- 
ly after  Mr.  Grady  left  the  front  for 
Vladivostok. 

While  reports  at  the  front  had  It 
that  the  Bolshevist  forces  were  in 
desperate  straits,  it  was  uncertain 
how  much  these  reports  were  in- 
spired by  propaganda  spread  by 
themselves.  They  are  strong'  in  the 
use  of  propoganda  to  gain  their  ends 
and,  accordingly,  such  reports  oa 
reached  the  All-Uusslan  headquar- 
ters were  more  or  less  discredited, 
though  prisoners  Mr.  Grudy  saw, 
would  indicate  the  truth  of  auch  re- 
ports, the  men  captured  showing  the 
eftecta  of  extreme  hardships  and  lack 
of  proper  food  and  care.

Grady  stated.  There  was  reason  to 
believe  that  the  Japanese  have  been 
financing  the  Ataman  Semenoff,  head 
of  the  Siberian  Cossacks,  who  are 
part  of  the  Koltchak  forces,  and.  It 
was  the  belief  in  some  circles  there, 
that  he  aaplres  to  be  monarch  of 
Mongolia,  pronApted  to  that  ambition 
by  Japan.  He  it  was  who  proved  the 
old  trouble  maker  following  the 
Russo-Japanese  war,  having  been  for, 
years  in  the  pay  of  Japan,  the  work

The-  nrst  period  In  Xutal  Science 
for  the  advanced  class  yesterday 
memina  was  spent  ^  by  Mr.  H.  BL 
Uallwrlght  in  a  olaa*k)atlen'«<  vart- 
ous  commercial  fertilisers,  organic 
and  iaorganto.  an  ax^JdaaUen  of  their 
action  on  the  soil,  and  thefr  value  as 
plant  food.  The  work  was  In  the 
nature  of  a  review  of  leesons  previ- 
ously given. 

At  the  close  of  the  period,  Mr.  Hall- 
wrigbt  distributed  a  number  of  very 
clear,  concise  and  full  notes  which, 
he  hoped  would  be  found  of  use  to 
those  who.  In  the  coming  year  will 
engage  In  eehool  gardening  or  in 
agricultural  work  of  any  kind. 

Home  gardens  was  the  leading  topic 
of  Mr.  Olbeon's  address  to  the  large 
class  in  elementary  rural  science. 

While  the  speaker  conceded  that  In 
a  city  Mke  Vancouver,  home  gardens 
were  not  feasible  for  many  of  the 
children,  It  was  the  more  desirable  on 
that  account  that  by  means  of  gar- 
dens on  the  school  grounds,  pupils 
should  be  brought  Into  direct  contact 
with  nature. 

Though  the  Department  of  Edu- 
cation was  willing  to  extend  assist- 
ance to  home  gardening  when  6nly 
half  the  children  old  enough  to  cul- 
tivate gardens  of  thefr  own  took,  up 
the  work.  Mr.  Gibson  advised  the 
teachers  of  rural  and  suburban 
schools  to  end/eavor  to  get  every  mem- 
•ber  of  the  class  to  make  a  garden  of 
his  or  her  own. 

Many  pupils  took  an  Interest  in 
poultry  farming  and  in  the  rearing  of 
young  animals.  The  formaUon  of 
clubs  for  such  purposes  should  be 
encouraged.  In  ,  some  of  the  states  " 
such  work  had  been  carried  on 
systematically  and  had  proved  valu- 
able educaUona;iy  as  well  as  Indus- 
trially.

When  a 
limb  is  sawed  off.  the  surface  should 
be  amoothed.  dlaltjfeeted  and  covered 
with  patai  in  which  there  is  no  tur- 
paatloe.  It  amy  he  Ave  or  ttU  years 
before  the  wound  is  healed  and  there 
is  no  furthef  need  of  painting.  The 
rough  surface  invites  the  Invasion  of 
fungL  Whole  orchards  of  peach  trees 
mined  by  careless  pruning  have  been 
blown  over,  and  there  is  lamenuble 
waste  of  shade  or  ornamental  trees 
In  ow  city  streets. 

The  Blaok  Spot.  Or  Pacific  Coast 
Canker.  atUcks  the  -^rk  of  the 
apple  tree  and  so  prevents  the  nour- 
ishment from  reaching  the  roots 
through  the  leaves.  The  disease  may 
appear  first  on  the  bark  of  a  twig  in 
a  form  not  larger  than  a  five-cent 
piece  early  in  May.  The  process  of 
growth  was  described,  and  it  was 
shown  that  the  spores  which  had 
multiplied  required  the  Fa^  rains  to 
liberate  them,  when  they  would 
spread,  carried  by  the  wind  or  by  in- 
sects. A  spray  of  Bordeaux  mixture 
applied  before  the  Fall  rains  began 
would  prevent  Infection.  If  late  vat'le- 
tiee  of  applies  were  grown,  this  ne- 
cessitated wiping.  Recent  experi- 
ments had  shown  that  a  weaker  solu- 
tion was  effective  and  there  was  no 
need  of  wiping  applee  before  pack- 
ing. Early  varieties  can  be  sprayed 
Without  Inconvenience  after  the  fruit 
has  been  marketed.  Root  gkll,  or 
brown  gall,  is  a  bacterial  parasite 
which  affects  roou.  All  plants  which 
contain  this  pest  should  be  rejected 
by  orchardists  when  selecting  stock 
for  planting.  Though  the  tree  may 
outgrow  this  disease,  the  time  of 
bearing  is  retarded.  The  peach  leaf 
curl  was  the  last  of  the  fungus 
growths  described.  The  reason  why 
It  can  be  controlled  by  spraying  when 
the  buds  are  formed  was  shown.  The 
mixture  used  for  this  purpose  is  lime 
jmlphate,  whloh  ki)ls  the  spores.

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Influenza  Ravages  Among  Esquimaux; 
An  Appalling  Story 


An  appAlUnc  .«tory  ^  dMoUtloo. 
alcknawi,  death  »od  borrlfylns  mcaiIm

Nearly  alt  Um  eountrlea  of  Europe 
and  Amarlca  ftlt  the  eeverlty  of  the 
Spanish  Influenia  epidemic  Uit  gam- 
mer and  Autumn,  and  (6und'"tliat 
even  with  the  beet  medt<sal  cklll,  and 
all  the  aeeeeeortee  of  medical  science 
and  trained  nurelnc,  It  swept  throuch 
cities,  towns,  and  vllla«es  with  the 
virulence  of  a  pla«ue,  and  re*i»«4 
Ita  huge  crlm  harvest  among  all 
classes. 

In  many  isolated  vlllffes  In  out- 
lying portions  of  this  country  un- 
precedented suffering  and  baatt- 
touchlng  scenes  were  recorded.  Far 
from  medical  aid  and  with  only  the 
rudest  methods  and  home  nurstnc 
many  families  battled  against  lu 
ravages  for  weeks,  whole  families 
helng  carried  off  and  the  populations 
of  several  villages,  Inaccessible  to 
speedy  and  regular  medical  treat* 
roent,  were  decimated.  But  nothing 
ever  experienced  in  the  chequered 
history  of  this  country  and  Ita  ad- 
polnlng  dependency,  Labrador,  ap- 
proaches in  extermlty  the  scenes  of 
aufferlng,  death  and  horror  which 
the  narrative  given  by  the  Mor&vian 
missionaries  of  the  influenza  ravages 
and  sad  plight  of  the  stricken  people 
on   that   coast   discloses. 

Barly  in  April  last  the  Government 
was  Informed  by  wireless  from  Bat- 
tle Harbor  that  the  Influenza  had 
caused  many  deaths  among  the  E3s- 
qulmaux  and  several  Bnglinh  resi- 
dents of  the  coast.  Only  meagre  de- 
tain were  given  and  these  did  not 
cover  the  whole  area.  The  extreme 
northern  section  beyond  Sandwich 
Bay  had  not  been  heard  from.  Grave 
tears  were  produced  in  the  minds  of 
the  Government  omclals  and  people 
generally  concerning  the  fate'  of 
these  hapless  creatures  far  removed 
fi-om  medical  aid  and  lacking  the 
_remedies  found  "o  essential  even 
under  the  most  favorable  conditions 
to  combat  the  disease. 

Was  Beyond  Imagining 

But  the  worst  pictures  which  the 
imagination  bodied  forth  fell  far 
short  of  the  realties  as  related  by 
the  mtti  who  lived  among,  served  to 
the  best  of  their  ability,  saw  die  and 
'helped  to  bury  the  unfortunate  vic- 
tims of  the  terrible  scourge  which 
■swept  over  nearly  a  thousand  miles 
of  the  bleakest  and  most  Isolated 
coastline   south   of  the   Arctic   Circle. 


The  details  of  the  •pMemIc  are  tmly 
appalling  in  their  gruesomeneas.  The 
owrtrea.  or  mlaalon  sftatkms.  which 
saffered  moat  ware  Naln^  Okak  and 
Hebron.  The  ctAnblned  population  of 
these  sutions  totalled  7tl  when  the 
disease  made  Us  appearance.  Inside 
of  two  months  time  ••«  of  theao  had 
succumbed,  almost  IS  per  cast  of 
the    whole   population. 

The  "flu"  flrst  appeared  among 
X\\1f  people  early  In  November,  Just 
after  the  last  mall  steamer  and  the 
la«t  Moravian  Mission  ship  had  left 
the  eoast  and  the  natives  were  set- 
tling Into  winter  "huts"  for  seal  Ash- 
ing In  the  outer  bay*,  and  those  who 
fojlowed  -the  chase  were  taking  up 
winter  quarters  inland. 

The  departure  of  these  ships  sev- 
ered communication  with  the  civil- 
ised world  until  the  early  part  of 
July.  They  were  therefore  beyopd 
human  aid  from  the  outside  world 
and  left  to  their  own  devices  under 
the  guidance  and  with  the  assistance 
of  the  heroic  and  devoted  Moravian 
missionaries  who  have  labored  so 
long  iind  faithfully  among  these 
helpless  and  abandoned  people. 

But  for  the  services  of  these  mis- 
sionaries, their  wives,  children  and 
servants,  there  would  be  no  one  living 
among  that  section  of  the  Blsqui- 
.maux  race  to  tell  the  tale  of  their 
suffering,  as  their  extinction  would 
have  been  complete.  Not  a  word  of 
the  terrible  plight  of  these  unfortun- 
ate people  reached  beyond  the  limits 
of  their  Ice-bound  hamlets  In  the 
frozen  North  throughout  the  long 
and  cheerless  months  of  winter,  dur- 
ing which  they  waged  an  unequal 
struggle  with  the  grim  reaper  in  one 
of  his  most  terrifying  and  devasta- 
ting forms. 

When  the  disease  invaded  Hebron, 
900  miles  north  of  St.  John's  It  was 
not  known  that  It  was  so  nigbly  con- 
tagious and  it  spread  quickly.  With- 
in two  weeks  every  family  was 
infected.  To  check  its  ravages  the 
missionaries  devoted  all  their  efforts 
but  they  were  powerless.  The  con- 
ditions under  which  the  Esquimaux 
live  at  best  are  not  calculated  to  lend 
themselves  to  combatting  the  spread 
of  disease.  But  in  Winter  huts,  which 
are  principally  built  of  sod  and  earth 
low  on  the  ground,  barely  high 
enough  to  adroit  a  man  without 
stooping  the  thing  seemed  impos- 
sible. Ventilation  is  unthought  of, 
and  the  few  hours  of  sunlight  which 
the  Winter  days  of  that  region  af- 
ford. And  very  little  access  to  their 
wretched  abodes.

'was  In  danger  of  t>elng  wiped  out. 
.and  aa  effort  was  m«4o  to  opoo 
graves.  Meantime  tbo  morgue  was 
*  filled,  and  no  more  could  be  de- 
posits ttaoro.  Th«  whole  male  popu- 
lation of  the  place  was  stricken  and 
nton  were  dying  hourly.  No  help 
was  available  from  outside  as  not 
«nough  man  were  physically  fit  to 
Journey  to  the  other  stations. 
Bishop  Martin  and  his  one  white  «s- 
slsUnt  had  labored  night  and  day 
rendering  all  the  assistance  In  their 
power,  discharging  the  duties  of  a 
doctor,  nurse,  cook  and  undertakers. 
Finally  both  contracted  the  disease, 
as  did  also  female  members  of  the 
mission  house.  They  were  scarcely 
able  to  walk  when  they  returned  to 
their  work  of  mercy. 

By  this  time  there  was  scarcely  a 
man  or  woman  In  the  village  not 
etricken  with  the  disease.  Whole 
families  had  been  wiped  out.  Mofit 
of  the  huts  were  morgues.  The  bod- 
ies lay  where  they  expired — some  in 
their  doorways,  jsome  on  the  floors 
of  their  huts,  some  in  their  miserable 
'  bedN,  some  lying  on  board  benches, 
and  others  on  the  pathways  of  com- 
munication between  the  huts.  The 
angel  of  death  had  passed  over  the 
village  and  reaped  a_  terrible  toll. 
'The  end  of  the  year  found  Hebron  a 
village  of  tho  ^ead.  Silence  brooded 
over  the  place.  Of  the  100  inhab- 
itants at  the  beginning  of  November 
only  14  survived.  Elghty»llve  per 
cent  of  the  whole  population  of  tho 
village  had  succumbed.  Of  those  who 
escaped  there  were  eight  orphan 
children,  Ave  .  females  of  mature 
years,  and  one  man,  the  latter  the 
sole  survivor  of  a  family  of  bIx. 
These  emaciated  wretches  looked 
like  ghosts  called  ■  from  their  graves 
and  moving,  among  the  living.  They 
were  given  refuge  together  in.  a 
frame  building  provided  for  them  by 
the  mission. 

At  this  point  opened  one  of  the' 
most  ghastly  chapters  of  this  horri- 
fying story.  There  not  being  sufllc- 
lent  men  to  dig  graves  and  remove 
ttm  bodies  from  their  huts  these, 
were  left  undisturbed.  The  doors  and 
small  openings  which  served  as  win- 
dows had  been  covered  and  secured 
to  prevent  the  Esquimaux  dogs  from 
entering.  These  dogrs  are  of  a  par- 
ticularly ferocious  nature,  being  a 
near  approach  to  t}ie  North  Amer- 
ican wolf  breed.  Their  owners  being 
dead  and  no  food  provided  for  them 
for  two  months  they  had  become 
savagely  hungry.  They  were  begin- 
ning to  menace  the  now  sadly  deci- 
mated population.  The  missionary 
and  survivors  discussed  the  situation 
and  decided  to  kill  the  dogs.  Only 
Bishop  Martin,  his  assistant  and  the 
sole  surviving  male  Esquimaux  we're 
there  to  undertake  the  work.  Those 
of  the  female  residents  who  could 
shoot  were  also  to  take  part  In .  the 
ghastly  work.  It  was  aboolutely  nec- 
essary in  self  defence. 

A  day  was  decided  on  for  the 
shooting.  Procrastination,  however, 
brought  horrible  results.  The  hunger- 
maddened  brutes  tore  away  the 
fastenings  and  gained  access  to  the 
huts,  and  devoured  the  dead  bodies 
of  the  victims  of  the  disease.  The 
terrible  effects  of  their  gruesome 
feast  was  soon  observed.  They  be- 
came mad,  and  like  ravening  wolves 
attempted  to  attack  the  survivors. 
Came  to  the  Reflone  ' 
Unexpectedly  relief  came  to  the 
sorely  tried  little  group  in  their 
terrible  extremity.  Several  men  who 
had  escaped  the  malady  at  Saeglek, 
170  miles  couth  of  Hudson  Strait, 
and  80  miles  north  of  Hebron,  ar- 
rived to  report  the  devastation  of 
their  village.  Being  well  armed  they,, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  remnant  of 
Hebron's  residents,  killed  100  of  the 
doga  mp^ 

Then  the  work  of  removing  the 
bodUp  was  begun.  The  spectacle 
whlcn  confronted  the  burying  squad 
when  they  entered  the  cabins  was 
horrible  in  the  extreme.  Each  hut 
was  a  charnal  house.  As  the  inmates 
fell  stricken  by  the 'malady  so  they 
lay.  It  is  the  most  distressing  cl)ap- 
ter  in  the  sad  history  of  that  doomed 
and  fast  disappearing  race.  Some 
bodies  had  not  been  touched  by  the 
dogs.  They  were  frozen  solid,  some 
froxen  together,  frozen  in  each 
others'  embrace. 

•  Grave  digging  was  impossible  be- 
cause the  ground  was  frocen  solid. 
They  could  not  be  left  where  they 
were  till  the  summer  because  of  the 
danger  of  decomposition  before 
graves  could  be  dug  in  the  Spring. 
Burial  at  sea  was  the  only  alter- 
native. This,  though  contrary  to  law, 
and  repugnant  to  the  feelings  of  the 
humane  missionaries,  was  decided 
on.  By  sledge  the  gruesome  cortege 
was  taken  far  out  on  the  ice  where 
holes  were  cut  and  the  remains 
being  weighted  were  let  down  into 
the  deep. 

Then     was     performed     the     most

le  any  reoord.  Willie  the  bodies  were 
being  traaoferred  to.  the  place  a 
storm  oame  on.  The  themometer 
was  to  below  yero.  The  wind  blew 
with  hurricane  force,  and  snow 
drove  thickly  across  the  bleak  leo- 
Oeld.  In  the  •'■midst  of  this  bllsaartf 
Bishop  Martin  stood  and  went  faith- 
fully through  the  burial  service,  over 
the  remains  of  the  poor  Esquimaux 
Civilization  has  not  produced  an 
occurrence  such  as  that  in  any  other 
land.  The  Christian  missionary  stand- 
ing on  the  frosen  ocean  900  miles 
north  of  St.  John's.  Newfoundland, 
a  blizzard  raging  around  him,  read- 
ing, the  burial  service  over  the 
bodies  of  the  reclaimed  heathen,  the 
remnant  of  a  race  fast  nearlng  the 
rerge  of  extinction. 

Other  Station*  Suffetvd 
The  history  of  other  stations  on 
the  Labrador  is  almost  Identical 
with  that  of  H^ron.  The  "flu" 
reaped  its  grim  harvest  over  the 
greater  portion  of  the  800  miles  of 
coast  from  Battle  Harbor  to  Hud- 
son Strait. 

Saeglek  Bay  reported  the  death  of 
2«  out  of  a  population  of  SO  in  one 
small  village,  and  a  similar  death 
rate  in  other  isolated  places  is  ex- 
pected. At  Saeglek  the  dogs  de- 
voured 20  of  the  bodies  under  similar 
conditions  to  those  related  of 
Hebron.  The  survivors  were  too 
weakened  to  defend  themselves,  and 
it  is  quite  probable  that  they  would 
have  been  attacked  by  the  dogs  but 
for  the  arrival  at  the  post  of  several 
men  who  had  been  away  on  the  hunt 
from  an  adjoining  settlement.  These 
Immediately  shot  the  sixty  savage 
brutes. 

The  southern  portion  of  the  coast 
was  only  a  little  less  severely  stricken 
than  the  northern  section.  Rev, 
Henry  Gordon.  Anglican  missionary, 
reporting  conditions  to  the  New- 
foundland  Government,   says: 

"Returning  from  a  short  sea  cruise 
about  the  end  of  October  I  found 
Cartwrlght  swept  almost  entirely  oflf 
its  feet.  Out  of  a  population  of  70 
odd  souls,  barely  half  a  dozen  were 
able  to  get  about.  In  visiting  the 
houses  I  found  whole  families  lying 
helpless  round  their  stoves,  utterty 
incapable  of  procuring  food  or  weter. 
In  a  little  lonely  homestead,  some 
ten  miles  east  of  Qartwrlght,  a  young 
lad  was  found  watching  over  four 
corpses — his  father,  mother,  sister 
and  brother.  At  North  River  where 
21  souls  were  settled,  10  corpses  had 
been  lying  in  their  beds  for  a  fort- 
night, the  few  survivors  being  too 
weak  to  remove  them.  Some  of  the 
bodies  were  in  a  very  bad  state.  We 
dug  a  huge  grave  and  laid  them  all 
in  it.  In  one  house  an  old  woman  of 
73  was  ^ft  alone  out  of  a  family  of 
Ave.  For  nine  days  after  the  last 
had  died  she  lived  alone  in  utter 
solitude  without  fire  to  warm  her. 
At  North  River  the  bodies  had  to  be 
burled  without  coflSns.  At  Paradise 
only  three  survived  out  of  a  popula- 
tion of  30.  As  their  neighbors  died 
they  dug  holes  behind  their  houses 
and  dropped  them  in."  And  the  de- 
tails of  other  sections  are  Identical 
to   the  above. 

Bishop  Martin  relates  some  very 
touching  incidents  at  H,ebron.  One 
widow  of  65  who  escaped  the  "flti" 
nursed  her  son's  family  of  Ave  till 
all  had  died.  Then  going  from  one 
stricken  house  to  another  gave  wjiat- 
ever  assistance  she  could  tll>  she 
was  stricken   herself  and   died. 

In  one  hut  the  bishop  found  a 
whole  family  of  six  deiod,  and  in  the 
mother's  arms  a  month  old  baby 
frozen.  At  an  Island  Ashing  hut  was 
found  a  little  8-year  old  girl,  the 
only  survivor  of  a  family  of  flve. 
The  father,  mother,  son  and  daugh- 
ter had  died.  She  had  plenty  of  food 
and  procured  drink  by  melting  ice 
by  the  heat  of  candlek.  Thus  she 
subsisted  for  flve  weeks  after  the 
death  of  the  last  of  tt)e  family.  When 
the  dogs  had  no  one  to  provide  food 
for  them  they  devoured  the  bodies, 
and  the  little  one  perched  as  high 
as  she  could  get  above  the  floor  was 
a  horrlAed  spectator.  Rescue  came 
in  the  nick  of  time,  as  the  dogs  had 
atacked  her  and  lacerated  one  of  her 
arms. 

Many  settlements  along  the  coast 
from  Cartwrlght  to  Cape  Chidley  had 
not  been  heard  from  when  the  last 
mall  was  despatched,  and  the  fate 
of  the  inhabitants  will  not  be  known 
till  some  time  July.  It  is  feared  that 
the  toll  of  dead  will  be  added  to 
when  the  full  facts  are  ascertained. 
Practically  SO  per  cent  of  the  total 
Eskimo  populaitlon  of  the .  Labrador 
coast  has  been  wiped  out  since  last 
November. 


BUILDING  HOMES 

FOR  WAR  VETERANS 

The  scheme  for  erecting  homes  for 
returned  Australian  soldiers  and 
their  dependents  commences  this 
month  in  a]!  Australian  states  except, 
perhaps.  South  Australia,  where  pre- 
liminary plans  are  not  yet  complete. 
Deputy  housing  commissioners  have 
been  appointed  In  all  tho  Australian 
states  to  superintend  th^  building 
operations. 

Applications  for  homes  of  soldiers 
will  be  considered  In  the  following 
order:  (1)  A  soldier's  widow,  prefer- 
ence being  given  according  to  tfte 
number  of  children;  (2)  widowed 
mother  of  deceased  unmarried  sol- 
dier: (3)  married  soldier  or  widower 
with  children:  (4)  soldier  with  de- 
pendents  for  whom  it  is  necessary  to 
maintain  a  home;  (6)  soldiers  about 
to  be  married. 

The  houses  built  under  the  scheme 
will  remain  the  property  of  the  Gov- 
ernment until  2S  per  cent  of  the  cap- 
ital cost  has  been  paid,  when  the 
deeds  will  be  handed  over.  It  will  be 
the  aim  of  the  commissioners  to 
build  every  home  at  least  16  per  cent 
cheaper  than  the  ordinary  market 
price,  and  for  this  reason  soldiers 
are  encouraged  to  apply  for  homes 
rather  than  purchase  those  already 
built.  It  can  readily  be  seen  that  the 
housing  scheme  would  be  no  nearer 
solution  if  the  soldiers  were  merely 
to  purchase  properties  already  erect- 
ed. The  only  effect  of  such  a  policy 
would  be  to  send  rents  skyward. 

Instructions  will  be  given  to  care- 
fully investigate  each  application  for 
a  home  and  to  prevent  returned  sol- 
diers Incurring  greater  liabilities 
than  their  earnings  will  enable  them 
to  meet  without  undue  hardships  to 
themselves  and  their  families.  In 
bvylng  materials  for  the  homes  the 
Oovemment  will  deal  direct  with  fac- 
tories and  not  with  agents.  It  le 
estlaiated  that  at  least  Se»,00«,«00 
feet  of  timber  per  year  will  be  re- 
quired for  at  least  fire  years  to  meet 
requirements  under  the  building 
scheme.  The  policy  of  the  Oovena- 
ment  will  be  to  build  at  a  coot  insusr- 
ing  the  Government  against  loao  In 
case  the  home  Is  left  on  tho  hands  of 
til*  Government  at  aajr  tine. 


DEFIES  GERMS 


Diptheria,  Typhoid  and  Pneu- 
monia Hold  No  Terrors  for 
Him— 5ay8  He  Takes 
lions  With  Safety. 


In.  an  effort  to  dleprove  the  long 
accepted  theory  that  germs  are  -the 
cause  of  virtually  every  disease.  Dr. 
John  B.  Fraser,  of  Toronto,  may  soon 
engage  in  a  duel  unique  in  the     hlk- 

tory  of  tl^e  world,  a  "duel  with 
germs."  to  which  he  has  been  chal- 
lenged by  Dr.  H.  W.  Ulll,  executive 
secretary  of  the  Minnesota  Public 
Health  Aeeociation. 

TA.  Hill's  challenge  was  issued  in 
reply  to  Dr.  Fraser's  contention  that 
disease  can  better  be  counteracted  by 
fresh  air  and  natural  remedies  than 
by  the  use  of  anti-toxins  and  vac- 
cines. 

Dr.  John  B.  Fraser  stated  recently 
that  his  daughters.  Miss  Maude 
Fraser  and  Miss  Bata  Fraser  and 
himself  have  infected  themselves 
hundreds  of  times  with  diphtheria, 
typhoid,  pneumonia  and  tuberculosis 
germs  during  the  past  Ave  years  and 
never  once  have  they  developed  any 
disease. 

"It  is  my  contention  from  experi- 
ments that  germs  are  comparatively 
harmless  and  I  hope  thus  to  relieve 
some  of  the  superstitious  fear  that 
many  people  feel  where  germs  are 
concerned,"  he  said. 

Only  SO.OOO  at  First 
"Some  years  ago  I  flrst  swalfowed 
60,000  diphtheria  germs  in  water  and 
watched  my  health  carefully,  but  no 
disease  resulted.  Diphtheria  germs 
were  chosen  flrst  because  in  aconite 
there  is  a  reliable  remedy  should  the 
disease  show  signs  of  developing. 
Growing  bolder,  I  took  150,000  diph- 
theria germs  In  milk  and  felt  no  111- 
elfects.  Again  I  look  a  million  germs 
in  my  food  and  then  several  millions 
were  swabbed  In  my  mouth  and  nos- 
trils. Miss  Maude  and  Miss  Bata  re- 
peated the  set  of  experiments  and 
did  not  suffer  the  slightest  ill  health. 
Others  tried  the  germ  diet  and  in  all 
forty-flve  tests  were  made  with  Tiiph- 
th^rla  germs. 

A  Champion  Germ  Killer 
"Fifty  similar  tests  were  then 
made'  with  typhoid  germs;  twenty 
with  fresh  vigorous  pneiunonia  germs 
swabbed  in  the  nose  and  throat; 
twenty  more  with  millions  of  tuber- 
culosis bacteria  taken  in  water, 
bl-ead,  meat,  cl^eese,  porridge  and 
butter  and  no  disease  appeared. 

"As  theoretically  it  is  contended 
germs  develop  mainly  in  the  mucous 
membranes  of  the  nostrils,  special 
pains  were  taken  to  swab  the  nostrils 
with  millions  of  meningitis  germs; 
other  millions  were  swabbed  over  the 
turbinated  bones,  and  still  other  mil- 
lions applied  to  throat,  tonsils  and 
tongue.  In  addition  to  local  applica- 
tions, more  ntHiions  were  incor- 
porated in  water,  milk,  bread,  meat, 
potatoes  and  cheese,  and  every  chance 
given  them  to  develop,  but  without 
success. 

"The  claim  of  germ  theorists  that 
mixed  germs  are  more  dangerous 
than  a  single  variety  was  carefully 
investigated.  Different  forms  of  food 
and  drink  were  inoculated  with 
germs  of  typhoid  and  pneumonia,  ty- 
phoid and  tuberculosis,  meningitis 
and  tuberculosis,  diphtheria  and 
meningitis,  diphtheria  and  typhpld,  in 
all  ten  experiments  were  made  and  no 
disease  followed."

Persecution  Has  Vitalized  and 
Strengthened  the  System 
Which  the  Saviour  Be- 
queathed to  the  Worlds 


It  ie  a  sierniflcant  fact  that 
Chrlatiani's  was  born  In  the  midst 
of  war  mi  waxed  strong  In  the  lap 
of  war.  The  Roman  Bmplre  In  the 
nrst  century  reached  from  Britain  to 
the  African  deserts  and  from  the 
Atlantic  to  the  Euphrates,  embracing 
all  the  countries  which  bordered  on 
the  Mediterranean  Sea.  The  birth- 
place of  Christ  was  under  the 
shadow  of  the  Roman  swords.  Per- 
secution and  war  made  Christianity 
llv«. 

fVom  Constantino  to  Charlemagne 
repeated  attempts  to  crush  Christ- 
ianity by  force  failed.  From  Charle- 
magne to  the  Middle  Ages  the  power 
behind  Christianity  was  force.  Charle- 
mange  wars  were  waged  for  the 
extension  of  Christianity. 

The  oppression  of  Christianity  by 
the  Turks  called  forth  the  Crusaders 
against  the  Saracens  to  deliver  the 
Holy  Sepulchre  from  the  infldels. 
Inspired  by  the  holy  seal  the  Crusa- 
ders gave  to  the  world  that  Christ- 
ian motto,  "In  hoo  elgno  vinces"— 
in  this  sign  we  conquer.  The  morn* 
ing  sun  on  the  plains  of  Mesopotamia 
cairt  the  shadow  of  the  Cross  over  a 
continent  wet  with  blood  and  torn 
with  strife. 

The  Middle  Ages  witnessed  con- 
troversies arising  from  doctrinal  dif- 
ferences leading  to  force  and  war. 
The  Thirty  Years'  War  in  German/ 
was  over  Christianity.  The  struggle 
for  religious  freedom  was  a  contest 


through  centuries  to  release  the  con- 
Hciences  oC  men  from  worship 
founded  on  dogma  and  force.  For 
eighteen  centuries  wars  marked  the 
progress  of  tho  doctrine  of  the 
Prince   of    Peace. 

It  is  difficult  to  explain  fully  tho 
mystery  ef  the  power  of  Christianity 
and  to  fathom  the  sources  of  its  tre- 

,:mendouH  influence  over  the  political, 
social  and  literary  life  of  mankind. 
That  it  has  endured  through  the 
ages  and  that  its  followers  have  ln« 
creased  in  numbers  from  a  little 
band  of  a  faw  hundred  to  mora  than 
flve  hundred  and  sixty  million  souls 
are  facts.  Whether  wo  ascribe  Us 
potency  to  ita  Hlmplicity,  its  unity, 
its  universality,  its  charity,  its  system 
of  social  aid  or  its  hope  of  Immor- 
tality, the  fact  remains  that  it  has 
survived    the    centuries     of    war,     oC 

'  persecution,  of  assault,  of  contro- 
versy, and  stands  today  the  trium- 
phant religion  of  the  universe.  Its 
history  is  tragic  yet  fascinating.  Like 
the  "grain  of  mustard  seed"  the 
branches  of  the  Church  overshadow 
the  whole  earth. 

How  has  the  great  war  affected 
Christianity?  Has  it  demonstrated 
that  the  Christian  Church  does  not 
l>ring  peace  to  the  world,  therefore  is 
a  failure? 

The  richest  prises  in  human  affairs 
are  those  that  cost  the  greatest  sac- 
rifice. Measured  by  that  test  the 
most  valuable  amet  of  mankind  is 
Christianity.  The  sword  has  been  a 
weapon  of  Christians,  for  righteous- 
ness can  only  triumph  against  wrong 
by  the  exercise  of  force.  Wars  have 
accompanied  the  rise  of  Christianity 
because  war  is  the  supreme  test  of 
loyalty  to  a  righteous  cause. — New 
York  Herald.

DOWNINSniAITS 


Party  of  Victorians  Spend 
Night  in  f^ough  Sea  Half 
Way  Across  From  Port 
Angeles-^Towed  In.

Sixteen  young  men  of  this  city, 
spent  about  ten  hour*  Sunday  night 
and  Monday  morning  adrift  in  the 
Straita,  tea  miles  off  Port  Angeles,  in 
a  motor  launch  with  a  broken-down 
engine. 

The  boat  was  the  thirty-flve  foot 
motor  cruiser  Dowagiac.  owned  by 
Mr.  Robere  Watson,  son  of  Mr. 
George  Watson,  of  this  city.  Mr. 
Watson  had  taken  a  party  of  hia 
friends  across  the  Straits  to  Port  An- 
geles, and  left  again  at  nine  o'clock 
on  Sunday  night  for  Victoria.  Al- 
though the  trip  should  only  take  two 
or  three  hours,  but  when  the  launch 
did  not  put  in  an  appearant^  all 
night,  the  parents  and  friends  of  the 
passengers  became  anxious. 

The  engine  of  the  Dowagiac  quit 
about  ten  miles  out  from  the  other 
side  of  th^  Straits,  when  a  point  in 
the  make-and-break  Ignition  system' 
wore  completely  away.  The  trouble 
was  located,  but  could  not  be  re- 
paired. In  a  rough  sea  the  launch 
tossed  all  night,  with  a  heavy  fog  enr 
veloping  It.  The  occupants  were  sea- 
sick and  got  little  sleep.  When 
morning  broke  and  the  fog  lifted  the 
men  found  themselves  In  practically 
the  same  spot  that  they  had  occupied 
when  night  closed  down  upon  them. 
With  the  lifting  of  the  fog  a  Japan- 
ese fishing  boat  sighted  the  helpless 
craft  and  took  it  In  tow  at  eight 
o'clock  in  the  morning,  arriving  at 
Victoria  at  about  two-thirty  In  the 
afternoon. 

While  the  launch  was  stalled  oft 
shore  anxious  relatives  were  conjur- 
ing up  visions  of  tbe  craft  drifting 
out  to  the  Pacific  or  doing  some- 
thing even  worse.  They  knew  that 
the  boat  had  got  away  from  Port  An- 
geles ail  right  on  Sunday  night,  and 
were  making  arrangements  to  have  a 
search  boat  senf  out  The  Provincial 
Police  were  informed  of  the  matter, 
and  the  Marine  Department  was 
asked  to  send  out  a  boat,  but  had 
none  available.  It  'waa  finally  de- 
cided to  dispatch  the  gas  cannery 
tender  Bonilla,  and  she  was  about  to 
get  away  from  her  berth  in  the  In- 
ner Harbor  when  the  Dowagiac  ar- 
rived in  tow  of  the  Japanese  craft.
